Caumborne.—These mines are situate in the north-west part of St. Ives tin- 
bearing district, and about two miles west of the town of St. Ives. Thesett is 
an extensive one, being about a mile in length, and three-quarters of a mile wide.

The CHAIRMAN said that at no time had the directors entertained 
a higher opinion of the mine than at the present, and those who read 
the reports would be of thesameopinion. Theaccounts were made up for seven 
months instead of six, as usual, in consequence of the alteration of the day of 
meeting. 
would have to be deducted. Looking at the accounts in this way, he found that 
the lead sold showed an increase of 6711., notwithstanding the accumulation of 
lead on the floors, owing to the want of water for dressing during the prolonged 
drought. They had, however, gone on regularly sampling every fortnight. 
Although they had gone on increasing the discoveries and the reserves, they 
could not go on increasing the sales of ore inan cqualratio, simply because they 
could not raise the ore out of the mine.

He must say he never felt greater satisfaction, both 
with regard to the present condition of the mine and to its prospects for genera- 
tions tocome. Referring to the operations in the mine, he retwnarked that at 
the main engine-shaft the principal operations had been the carrying out of the 
complete change of pump-rods, and replacing them by new and stronger ones, 
The object of this was to carry the mine down below the 220 fm. level Thenew 
rods are now completed down to the 130 fm. level, and the remainder of the 
work would be neither so difficult nor expensive as that which had been done. 
The lode at the engine-shaft is worth 50/. per fathom. ‘The 220 had not been 
much worked for some time, but it also is worth 501. per fathom, and the 200 is 
worth 701. per fathom. The 190 from 601, to 701. per fathom, while in the roof 
of this level there are three stopes working, Worth from 807. to 907. per fathom. 
The 180 is valued at 80/., the 165at70l., the 155 at 90l., while the stopes between 
it and the 165 are worth from 801. to 126. . 
Duunbell’s the prospects are equally favourab'e, the 140, driving north aud south, 
being worth 501. at each end, and the 125 fm. level 80/., while the sump sinking 
below the 110, towards the 125, a most important point, is worth 1501. The 60, 
going north, is of an average value of 501. per fathom. In consequence of the 
discoveries here the working of this part of the mine, which was supposed to be 
exhausted, and at one time was abandoned, has been resumed. The driving of 
the 50 north had been recommenced, and there was a probability that the rich 
discoveries made would continue up to the most shallow levels, and thus they 
would be placed in possession of rich reserves in ground at one time supposed to 
be worked ont. Looking. then, at the richness of the various workings the mine 
was never in a more satisfactory state, and he could congratulate the share- 
holders upon having one of the most valuable mines ever discovered, yet they 
were not working the mine out, but fresh discoveries were continually being 
made. He then referred to the manner in which the mine had been worked by 
the managers during the last seven months. Theirmanagement had been most 
satisfactory. With regard to the Glenroy, it is stated in the managers’ report 
that some rich lead and blende had been found in the 25 fm, level north, but it 
became comparatively poor. Two days ago, however, it had assumed a more 
promising appearance, and was now a great deal better. He concluded by 
moving that the reports and accounts be received and adopted. 

Capt Rows, in reply to Mr. Noble, said that they were driving the Glen adit 
level at the rateof about 2 fathoms per month.——Mr. NOBLE: Then by the next 
meeting it will most likely be completed ?——Capt. ROWE: We expect so. 

The reports, &c., were then unauimously adopted, and Messrs. Broadbent and 
Tuxford were re-elected directors ; and Messrs. James Haining and P. L. Garrett 
were re-elected auditors. 

Capt. ROWE then entered into a lengthy statement with regard to the school- 
house. It appeared that the Committee of the Council of Education had made 
a grant (of about 2007.) towards the cost of erecting the school-house, but that 
after the grant was promised great improvements had been made in the plan 
of the building. The promoters of the schools were not sufficiently acquainted 
with the minutes of the Council to know that it would be necessary to obtain 
their consent before they made the improvement in the plan of the school-house, 
and they were thrown into consternation when they were told that that grant 
could not be made. When the idea of the new schools was first proposed it was 
felt that the plan agreed to would not be large enough for the requirements of 
the place, the great success which had attended the mine having caused a very 
large increase in the population, and it was then resolved to have two schools, 
one for the girls and another for the boys. This company had granted 1001. 
towards the cost of the building; and so satisfied were the committee of the 
National Society with the improvement in the plan, that they had increased 
their grant to 1101. He (Capt. Rowe) and the other promoters of the new schools 
had done all in their power to raise the deficiency caused by the refusal of the 
Government grant. They had got some subscriptions from the various mer- 
chants who supplied the mine, and they had even goneso far as to send a special 
appeal in the shape of acircular to the shareholders, but still there is a defi- 
ciency of 2261.3s.3d. In response to the appeal, thefshareholders had subscribed 
491. 8s. He (Capt. Rowe) trusted that the meeting would take the matter into 
favourable consideration. 

Mr. BRIDSON asked if all the money this company had subscribed towards the 
cost of the schools was 1001. ?——The CHAIRMAN replied that that was all. He 
thought it was a question that might be met fairly, but a difficulty arose from 
the diversity of opinionson the subject entertained by those shareholders whose 
proxies he held. One of these gentlemen said, ‘* Please not to use this proxy in 
in regard to the school business. We think that will best be before the meeting 
at Douglas.’’ Another gentleman said, distinctly and positively, “‘ You are not 
to use my proxies to vote for the schools, as we think the shareholders residing 
at a distance should not be called upon to contribute out of their interest in the 
mine.’’ He (the Chairman) thought that this gentleman was rather mistaken 
in the view he had taken of this question, for if shareholders ‘‘ at a distance’’ 
are to participate in the dividends of the mine they should also share in its re- 
sponsibilities, one of which was to provide schools for the children of the mining 
population. It might as well be argued that those shareholders residing at a 
distance should not be charged with the working expenses of the mine, although 
they got the dividends. 

Mr. BRIDSON said that the shareholders who advanced this argument seemed 
to be under the impression that they were Manx schools, whereas the fact was 
that the schools were chiefly for the use of the miners’ children, [Thereare only 
about a dozen others attending. } 

The CHAIRMAN said Captain Rowe had made himself liable for all the claims 
against the schools, but it would be a most unfair thing that themanager of the 
mine, in carrying out the feeling of everyone of the shareholders that he (the 
Chairman) was acquainted with, should be made to pay all the expenses: 1001. 
a-year for education was a very noble donation certainly from a company pay- 
ing 30,0001. a year in dividends. Such a donation certainly did not speak very 
much for the generosity of the company. The Chairman then quoted from the 
letters of several gentlemen who had sent proxies who quite approved of the 
grant to the school-house. One said, ‘* The grant for the school-house has my 
complete sanction.’’ Another writes, ‘‘ It is the right and proper way of doing 
it;’’ and adds, ‘It is unfair to tax the shareholders by voluntary contribu- 
tions.’’ He (the Chairman) quite agreed with that opinion, for by the volun- 
tary system the willing horse bad to bear the burthen, instead of everyone pay- 
ing according to his interest. The sum now asked for, including the voluntary 
contributions (which should, of course, be returned), would be 2751. 1ls.3d. He 
would suggest that a committee should be appointed to audit the accounts, as- 
certain the amount deficient, and then the directors should be authorised topay 
the requisite amount to the auditors. 

Capt. Rows8, in reply to an enquiry, said that the cost of the school-house was 
6221. 3s. 3d., and the scLools were attended by about 320 scholars, Mr. BRIDSON 
said that in his opinion it was the bounden duty of the company to pay the money 
which had been expended. He hadcalculated the matter, and he found that the 
paltry sum of 4d. per share would raise 3007., which was more than the required 
amount. Even if the company did pay the sum deficient, it would not be con- 

tributing more than one-half of the cost of the schools requisite for the instruc- 
tion of those who were so largely dependent upon them, 

Mr, STEPHENSON said that the greater part of the scholars paid 3d. per week, 
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and he must say that it came very hard upon the miners, especially those who 
sent three or four children to the schools, to have to pay such an amount. The 
annual grants to the school amounted to 951., a sum which he considered nearly 
sufficient to pay for the master and mistress. Under these circumstances, he 
hoped that his proposal that not more than 1d. a week should be charged tothe 
miners’ children would be agreed to; but the children of farmers and others 
who attended the schools might be charged more. If the committee to be ap- 
pointed examined the accounts, they would find that it was not Captain Rowe 
(who only seemed to desire the benefit of everyone connected with the mine) who 
received any benefit, but others had done. In addition to the grants to the 
schools, amounting to nearly 1007,, the money paid by the children would raise 
about 50l. a year at a penny a week, so that there could not be any possible ob- 
jection to reducing the school fee for the miners’ children. 
Capt. ROWE expressed his desire that the committee should carefully andit 
| the accou''ts all through, so as to see if any person had benefited in the manner 
stated by Mr. Stephenson. The committee might also see if it were practicable 
| to reduce the school fees, as suggestei by Mr. Stephenson. 
Mr. BRIDSON then proposed—* That the auditors of the company be requested 
| kindly to examine the accounts for the erection and completion of the new 
school-house in connection with the mines, and the directors pay whatever ba- 
lance may be found due on that account.’’ 

Mr. LEE said he would second the motion, although, being a Nonconformist, 
he did not agree with the religious teaching at the schools; but he considered 
any religious teaching better than none at all.

Those familiar with the history of Great Wheal Vor, which is the richest 
tin mine in Cornwall, and immediately contiguous to Penhate, will at once see 
the prospective importance of this improvement, inasmuch as at arelative depth 
iu Great Vor that highly productive mine began to return its riches; and secing 
that the lodes in Penhalé were situated between the same cross-courses as those 
which intersected Great Vor, and that in that mine the same hard barof un- 
productive ground had to be sunk through, the bottom of which they had now 
nearly reached in Penhale, and moreover at a corresponding depth the improve- 
ment to which he had already referred had taken place—taking all these favour- 
able circumstances into consideration, he thought it would be admitted on all 
hands that the shareholders in Penhale had at least substantial grounds for 
hoping that, asin Great Vor, when the hard bar of ground had been gone through 
profitable results would be realised. There was no reason whatever why Pen- 
hale should not in every respect prove equal to Great Vor—on the contrary, thero 
was every analogical reason to believe that, at no distant day, Penhale will suc- 
cessfully vie with its rich neighbour, 

A SHAREHOLDER asked when it was thought probable the 104 fm. level would 
be reached ?——Mr. BATTYE said that, from present appearances, the 104 fathom 
level would be reached by about the middle of February. He added that when 
upon the mine he informed Captain Martin the committee had determined 
the two shafts should be sunk with the utmost energy. Captain Martin said 
that, under those circumstances, he would not sell his shares for 101, per share, 
for (said Capt. Martin) there was no doubt that Penhale would open outa very 
rich mine.—— Mr. RITCHIE considered that the shareholders were much indebted 
to Capt. Martin for the great practical judgment he had displayed in the deve- 
lopment of the mine, and for the energetic and economical manner in which 
every detail was being carried out. 

Mr. BATTYE also bore testimony to the efficient services rendered by Captain 
Martin, whose persevering efforts had been so energetically aided by the com- 
mittee. It was not too much to say that had not the committee unremittingly 
exerted themsclves, the development of the mine would never have progressed 
to its present satisfactory stage. 

The CHAIRMAN said it was evident the mine was looking much better than 
would be imagined from the tenour of the report, although it was commendable 
on the part of Capt. Martin not to advance any speculative opinion, but merely 
to state facts. 

The report and accounts were received and adopted. A call of 10s. per share 
was made, payable in two instalments. The committee of management were 
re-elected. <A vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the proceedings. 


ISLE OF MAN (FOXDALE) MINING COMPANY. 

The fifteenth annual general meeting of shareholders was held at 
the Palace-chambers, Chester, on Sept. 26, 

Mr. THOMAS DIXON (Chairman of the directors) presided. 

The directors’ report stated that the quantity of ore raised had been 
rather more than in the previous year, but the price obtained being less, proved 
that the company is still labouring under that depression In the trade which has 
so long affected the profits of mining undertakings. The expenses of working 
have been about the same as last year, and the directors trused that under those 
circumstances the shareholders will consider the profit earned as satisfactory. 
Mr. Thomas has resigned his appointment as manager, but the directors have 
made an arrangement with Mr. John Taylor for the future management—an 
arrangement which the directors believed would be attended with good results, 
Several members of the board of directors have recently visited the mines, and 
could assure the shareholders that the surface werks, machinery, and plant of 
every description are in excellent condition, and they have every confidence that 
the mines will continue paying fair dividends. Since the last general meeting 
negoclations have been concluded with the Commissioners of Her Majesty's 
Woods, Forests, and Land Revenues for the renewal of the company’s lease fou 
a period of 31 years, the company giving up to the Crown a portion of their 
ground, Thedirectors considered that this would add considerably to the value 
of their property, and had every reason to be satisfied with the result of the 
driving in the 115, and with its present appearance, The quautity of ore raise: 
during the year has been 1646 tons 10 ewts. 1 qr. 

The report of the manager (Mr, John Taylor) gave a very lengthy 
account of the varioas mines and workings of the company. He stated that 
everything at the mines is going un with great regularity, and that, although 
the levels are generally rather poor at this momen:, and thereare no discoveries 
of value to report, yet the monthly returns of ore have been well maintained 
throughout the year. The profits of the mines have been greatly affected by 
the depressed state of the lead market, and consequently bold trials are not car- 
ried forward with the same spirit as they would be wien more remunerative 
rates are obtained. As there are symptoms of an improved demand for lead, 
better prices during the coming year might fairly be hoped for. With regard 
to the Old Foxdale Mine, Mr. Taylor says that thisis by far the most productive 
and best mine the company possesses, and upon {ts extension, both in depth and 
length, would the prosperity of the concern mainly depend. The mine is sup- 
plied with a drainage power equal to a depth much beyond that yet attained ; 
and the machinery for winding and crushing the ores is very good and powerful. 
Bawden’s engine-shaft bas reached the 115, and that level has been extended 
about 50 fms. upon the vein. The engine-shaft is now sunk 8 fms. below the 115 
in a firm, compact, grazite rock, and it will require five or six months more be 
fore it can reach the requisite depth for the next level. The 115 has been driven 
rather more than 32 fms. in each direction since the last general meeting, ant 
has laid open some productive ground, The vein, however, is not so rich as ar 
some points above. There is still a great extent of ground to be proved further 
to the east, and the level upon the south part of the vein shows some ore 
upon the present forebreast, but it is the north part which is generally the most

productive. A large extent of ground upon the level of the Foxdale vein has 
never been proved except at one shallow level; it was desirable that it should 
be tried, and that the deeper levels, from Old Foxdale, should be driven on to 
Hodgson’s Mine, so as to give it a full proof at an increased depth, and to drain 
it by the powerful and cheap working engine fixed upon Bawden’s shaft. The 
72 west has been constantly driven forward during the last year. The vein is 
still poor at this point, but there is such a vast extent of high ground in that 
direction that it is desirable to continue this trial somewhat longer. There re- 
mains in Old Foxdale Mine a considerable extent of unwrought ground, con- 
taining ore. Thetotal depth yet reached Is trifilng, compared with many mines 
in similar rocks, and the ground upon the velns when opened can be worked to 
afair profit. The policy pursued, therefore, should be to push forward the open- 
ings as rapidly as is practicable: and should productive ground in the western 
or eastern extremities of the mine be discovered, an increase in the present rate 
of returns will result. At the mine is an immense accumulation of waste, con- 
taining silver-lead ore in sufficient quantities to repay the cost of erecting ma- 
chinery for the dressing of the ore, as well as the attendant expenses of wash- 
ing. His attention has been directed to this subject, and he will be instructed 
to proceed gradually with the necessary works with a view to putting them into 
full operation next spring. At the Foxdale Mine small quantities of the rich 
silver ore called “ fahlerz’’ continue to be found, but no continuous course of It 
has been discovered as yet. Mle feels confident that if a steady and vigorous 
course of opening this mine be pursued it will continue to furnish good profits 
for many years to come. He then glances at the operations at todgson’s, 
Dixon's, Beckwith’s, and Jones’s Mines, and concludes his report with the fol- 
lowing general remarks :—The mines, taken altogether, are not so rich, nor 
nearly so productive as in former years, but the Old Foxdale Minecan be worked 
80 as to ensure a good profit. It is the sheet anchor of the whole concern. He 
ventures to recommend that it be worked very vigorously, and that the outlay 
upon all the other points be kept within moderate bounds until the result of an- 
other level be ascertained, or until some discovery be made of a fresh run of ore 
in the 86 or the 109, which are pushing forward towards Hodgson’s Mine. Since 
the management of these mines has been entrusted to him he has endeavoured 
to introduce several economies, from which he looks for advantage in the cur- 
rent year. He would gladly have presented a more flattering account of the 
slate of the mines, but the levels are at this moment poorer than usual. It is, 
however, very probable that in a few weeks they will wear a much better appear- 
ance. le has great confidence in Old Foxdale Mine, and expects it to bear its 
rich character down to a very considerable depth, 

The statement of accounts showed that the receipts for the past 
year, including a balance of 15361. 18s, as per last statement, amounted to the 
sum of 37,6401, 9s. 10d. : 1543 tons 5 ewts. of lead ore have been sold, realising 
41,0571, 28. 5d. By other ores, 19711. 28. 4d. has been realised, The principal 
items of expenditure have been as follows :—Works, including wages, materials, 
&c., 29,1771. 98. 4d. ; royalty, 26941. 6s, 8d.; and dividends, 28001, 

The report of the directors, together with the abstract of accounts appended 
thereto, having been approved and adopted, a dividend at therate of 4 per cent. 
per annum on the share capital (amounting to 11. per share) for the year ending 
June 30, of which 10s. per share has already been paid by the directors in anti- 
cipation, was declared, payableon Oct.5. Also, that the directors be authorised 
to surrender the existing lease to the Crown, and to renew a lease of a portion 
of the sett for such term of years and on such conditions as may be agreed upon 
between them and the Commissioner of Her Majesty's Woods and Forests ; and 
that such lease be taken In the names of Mr, Thomas Dixon, Mr, If. Hodgson, 
and Mr, A. Potts, as trustees for the company. 

Messrs. C, W. Potts, IH. Hodgson, and J, Beckwith, sen., who retire by rota- 
tion, were re-elected directors. Mr, Charles Coppack was re-elected auditor for 
the ensuing year,

A deputation from the committee and a number of shareholders 
visited this mine on Saturday, for the purpose of witnessing the cere- 
mony of starting to work the pumping and winding engine just erected, 
after which the following gentlemen dined together :—Mr. J. Weston, 
of Sheflield, intae chair; Mr. Matthew Greene, the London manager, 
in the vice-chair. Messrs. Thomas Nicholls, Tavistock; T. Knight, 
Gunnislake ; James Henry Pearce, Tavistock ; Evan Cummings, Cal- 
stock; Thomas Grenfell, Calstock; William Matthews, Tavistock ; 
John Cocks, Calstock ; Gregory Dobson, Whitchurch; G. D, Sandy, 
London; F, W. Mansell, London; Captains J, Goldsworthy, Tamar 
Valley Mine; Joseph Michell, Bedford Consols Mine; and John 
Rodda, of Okel Tor Mine, 

The CHAIRMAN (Mr. James Weston) having proposed the usual 
loyal toasts, proceeded to the more immediate business of the day, 


as follows :— 

GENTLEMEN,—The primary object of our visit here to-day has been accom- 
plished, not only to my satisfaction, but I believe [speak the sentiments of all 
those who saw the starting of our engine when I say it was to the satisfaction 
and ainld the hearty shouts of all present, With what pleasure the event of 
to day took place among the workmen may be tmagined better than I can ex- 
press. ‘The scene on the mine to-day was one of life, animation, and activity, 
where but a short time since was comparative desolation, This welcome change 
has been effected through the instrumentality of our worthy secretary, Mr. M. 
Greene. [need not now detail all the difficulties that beset him when he first 
became acquainted with this mine; suffice it to say that when satisfied it was 
a good property he took the inittative, and lost no time in placing the matter 
before the public, and the events of to-day are proofs positive that he has not 
laboured in vain. ‘The company have good reason to appreciate Mr. Greene's 
judgment in selecting and securing the services of so able and practical a ma- 
nager as Captain Goldsworthy ; since his appointment a vast quantity of work 
has been well and substantially done. I must admit my great surprise when I 
saw everything in such a forward condition, I donot believe a greater amount 
of work was ever done on any mine at less cost than has been done on ours, and 
I question whether any practical judge would find fault with the work now com- 
pleted, We, however, required something else besides the secretary and cap- 
tain—we required an engineer; here again tact and good judgment were brought 
to bear in selecting the gentleman on my left, Mr. Matthews, whose practical 
skill was manifest when manipulating the gear in starting our engine to-day, 
evincing a thorough knowledge of his business, ‘Those who saw him perform 
the necessary operations were well pleased with the result. The engine now 
works beaut!fully, and will be kept at work night and day, which will soon 
draw all the water out of the mine ; and when it is in fork our captain says it 
will not be long before the mine Is in a paying state. In conclusion, allow me 
to say afew words about the adventurers in Tamar Valley. You are well aware 
there are, unfortunately, too many persons even among those whose means are 
more ample than are actually required to conduct thelr ordinary business, very 
eallous about the depression among our mining population. There are large 
numbers of people in this country who have been brought up to mining who 
know nothing else, and no matter how disagreeable their work appears to those 
who only go occasionally into a mine to see how much progress has been made, 
the miner Is happy if he can only have employment, with the usual remuneration. 

When we take into consideration the millions of wealth that has been extracted 
from the bowels of the earth it is our interest, and we should feel it our duty, 
to increase the wealth of the country by continuing to obtain from under the 
surface that which is now only awaiting the skill and energy of our miners, and 
by finding employment to this worthy, industrious, and deserving class we may 
do good to ourselves, and certainly do good to the country at large. Let those, 
therefore, Who can, without injury to their own businesss, employ a portion of 
their own abundance by continuing our ancient, necessary, and important 
mining enterprise. I have a decided impression that had those shareholders 
who only hold a few shares seen what we have seen to-day they would feel in- 
clined to increase their holding. 1 am sure there is no one shareholder in this 
mine but would have been pleased with the work done, the plant on the mine 
and everything indicating our having a good, lasting, and profitable mine. 
Gentlemen, allow me new to propose—* The Prosperity and Success of the Tamar 
Valley Silver-Lead Mining Company.” : 

Mr, MATTHEW GREENE said—Mr, Chairman and Gentlemen: In 
responding to the marks of appreciation you have accorded me in connection 
with my conduct of the affairs of the Tamar Valley Mine, I beg respectfully to 
gay that J do not intend to arrogate to myself any more merit than that of 
having simply done my duty, I was not actuated by any philanthropic motive 
in bringing this mine to the notice of my friends and clients, I apprehend, 
gentlemen, that baving satisfied myself that Tamar Valley was situated ina 
good lead mining district —that thestratification was all that a miner could de- 
gire, that the well known Old Tamar lode run through and had yielded large 
quantities of siiver-lead in this sett, and that the New or Tamar Valley lode 
showed Indications rarely equalled at a similar depth, that the mine possessed 
great natural facilities, being on the banks of the River Tamar, having a quay 
which afforded the best possible means for landing coals, timber, materials, &c., 
as well as shipping lead ores—that my judgment can scarcely be impeached 
for selecting this property as an investment for the capital of myself and 
friends, Our manager has informed me that the fluor-spar, of which we shall 
raise large quantities, will, he believes, pay for working the mine, Should his 
statement on this point be borne out, T need hardly tell you that we shall have 
the produce of the silver-lead lodes to remunerate us in the shape of dividends.

whether the falling off of tin ores is 20 or 25 per cent. It is said, 
and generally believed, that the tin ores raised in 1866 was about

THE PROSPECTS OF TIN MINING, 


S1r,—During the last 50 years the average price of tin was much 
below its present value, and a great portion of that time the average 
may be said to be from 40/. to 451, per ton for the black tin, or tin 
ore, A vast number of mines in Cornwall were giving large divi- 
dends—profits, after all the working charges of every description (or 
costs) were paid. Formerly, on the Cost-book Principle, dividends 
or profits were considered xi/ until the outlay was reimbursed to the 
adventurers, This system seems to be lost sight of altogether by the 
present generation who work mines. It was no uncommon thing in 
Cornwall to hear of mines paying from 10,000/, to 40,0002. per an- 
num, on the Cost-book System, for years after the outlay was re- 
couped. The present price of tin in the block—95/. per ton—was a 
rare thing previous to the year 1830, In the years 1827 and 1828 the 
best common block tin was quoted at 687, per ton, and at that period 
some mines were paying well, 

Now, I would ask, what is the cause that the majority of our mines 
do not pay at the present price of tin? The answer is clear. The 
mines are become, from long standing, very deep, and very expensive 
to work, You may manufacture a chain that will not hold its own 
weight. Very little attention of late years has been paid to the 
discovery of new mines, but formerly there was a different feeling 
existing amongst adventurers, and the owners of land gave every en- 
couragement to those capitalists disposed to risk their capital; but 
such has not been the case in latter years. The royalty, or dues,.at 
present is so high in both Devon and Cornwall that mines cannot 
now-a-day be discovered and wrought without a considerable outlay 
of capital; and to lay open a mine in most districts requires much 
time, the surface deposits having been taken away by the ancients. 
The gold found in Australia bears no comparison to the value of tin 
found in Cornwall during the period since the Pheenicians traded 
with the ancient Britons, or rather, bartered with the Cornubians or 
Cornish for their tin, The tin mines in Cornwall were working long 
before the birth of our Saviour, but at that period the tin was found 
in great masses on and near the surface; in fact, the valleys were 
rich in tin a few feet only below the surface, and the richest deposits 
were invariably found nearest the fast, or solidrock. The “fast” was 
the ancient term for rock, These valleys were turned over by a class 
of labourers called streamers, and the tin was found at comparatively 
little cost beyond the labour, which was low, when compared with 
the price paid in the present day. The tin obtained from the islands 
of Banca and Billiton is found much in the same way as the tin was

Cornwall the price of labour is at least 2s. 6d. per day. Formerly 
men’s labour in obtaining tin in Cornwall averaged from 10d. to 124, 
per day. Men and their families lived differently in days of yore, 
Barley bread was largely consumed by the mining population for- 
merly, but in the present day such a thing as barley bread is the ex. 
ception in the cottage. You may see such an article on the rich man’s 
table, but never on the poor man’s. Unless things change this coun. 
try cannot meet foreign competition, consequently, our deep mines 
cannot continue to pay their way for any length of time, with few

COPPER SMELTING NEAR LIVERPOOL, 


Srr,—In last week’s Journal ‘‘ One Interested in the Copper Trade,” 
replies to my letter of the 3d inst. Now, as then, I wish to deal with 
facts. I said not a word on the subject of advantages possessed by 
Liverpool over Swansea for the smelting of copper ore, but I did say 
for importers of ore Liverpool has advantages, and this Irepeat. The 
“vivid and fertile imagination” I leave with the writer of the let- 
ter, as he evidently delights in myths. I deal with facts only; and, 
with reference to the Swansea advantage over Liverpool, urged by 
your correspondent, in having “ coals within aneasy distance,” which 
I suppose implies some distance, I meet it by saying the coal pitsare 
close to many of the St. Helen’s copper works, just outsidé<he 
boundary wall of the works. This, I conclude, settles the point; I 
had no intention of touching upon smelters’ advantages, but if your 
correspondent can so far satisfy my brother smelters about St, 
Helen’s that Swansea will suit them better as to induce them to re- 
move, I shall be quite content to remain all alone in my glory at St, 
Helen’s. Now, as to Swansea (say South Wales), why has it been 
the leading smelting locality? Simply because furnaces were ori- 
ginally erected there for the ores from Cornwall, then from Ireland; 
And why has St. Helen’s become so important a smelting place? 
Because the first importers (to any extent) of foreign ores saw, after 
close examination of every likely locality, that this was the place 
excelling in the balance all others, 

I hardly know what your correspondent means by “many copper 
ore ships which formerly traded to Liverpool are now trading to 
Swansea,”’ but this I know, that many Swansea vessels bring ore from 
Chili to this port, and I also know that the voyages of vessels are 
very varied, and that nothing can be gathered from the charters of 
ships, so many things entering into the matter. Lastly, with refe. 
rence to the great increase of the smelting trade in Swansea during 
150 years Ladmit it all, but let not the St. Helen’s increase be ignored ; 
within the last 25 year's it has grown to siv times its original size, It 
may “interest” your correspondent, but in a different way, to know 
that at one of the St, Helen’s works a large chamber for making sul- 
phuric acid is in use, that at another a very large chamber is being 
erected, and that the owners of a third are contemplating a similar

MINING, AND THE PRESENT POSITION OF THE METAL 
MARKET, 


Str,—It is some time since I was favoured with the insertion of a 
letter on mining matters in yourcolumns, Permit me to request that 
privilege in the next issue of your very useful Journal. The present 
is an opportune occasion for directing public attention to mining, 
The amount of uninvested capital is larger than it ever has been be- 
fore in this country or on the European continent; and the timidity 
of capitalists, which had almost become chronic, is but slowly giving 
way. The nervous apprehension prevailing among persons of pro- 
perty can only be removed by intelligence; and, as there is no depart- 
ment of enterprise which has rewarded those engaged in it so well 
as mining, it is desirable—and, indeed, is a public duty—to afford 
whatever information may tend to set in a full, clear, and certain light 
this most profitable and national branch of industry, No doubt the 
great cause of the excess of caution amongst monied persons is their 
experience since the beginning of 1866 in connection with limited 
liability companies. They had invested and lost their money. A 
tattered but still lady-like woman may be seen daily in the City sell- 
ing matches who, in 1865, and for some time after, was in the habit 
of receiving a large annual income from dividends. Now, Sir, you 
are well aware that want of intelligence has been the main cause of 
such losses, The dishonesty and scheming of individuals could not 
have effected one-tenth of the loss inflicted upon the investing pub- 
lic which they have produced had there not been a blind faith among 
the investors themselves, They rushed at any dazzling prospectus, as 
a bull runs at a scarlet cloak, Had these persons enquired and re- 
flected, had they made themselves acquainted with the real nature of 
the undertakings upon which they entered as partners, they would 
not have placed themselves in such a position, At all events, they 
should have sought the advice of skilful and feliable persons ; and, 
if unable to find such, and ignorant themselves of the character and 
quality of that which the company was formed to accomplish, they 
should not have been tempted by any amount of promised dividends, 

With this conviction, Mr, Editor, I desire to furnish from time to 
time the information which my experience as a mining broker, en- 
gineer, and practical miner enables me to give, in order to show that 
mining is a safer and more profitable pursuit than any other put be- 
fore the public. No business can be absolutely sure ; even a pawn- 
broker, who takes security upon all he lends for the return of his 
money, and interest at 20 per cent., is often a loser of the interest, 
and sometimes of the principal as well, A mine may be worked to 
disadvantage if the engineer be unskilful, or some of the directors 
crotchety, or the shareholders litigious or impatient ; but, as a rule, 
when the ore is found, and those who make the venture act with 
patience, perseverance, and knowledge of the work, mines not only 
pay, but pay well; not only pay well, but better than any other de- 
scription of business, The following results will appear to any en- 
quirer diligent enough to seek them asregards the losses, by companies 
formed for various purposes, and eagerly supported by those who 
are now sufferers, and who then, or perhaps now, would not listen to 
a proposal to engage ina mining adventure. This silly and false im- 





thing else which they trusted, that a mine is a dangerous thing, which 
seldom comes to any good. No doubt these persons have been misled 
by the losses so often sustained by gamblers in mining shares; for 
such those respectable investors really are who buy shares in the 
market which substantially represent nothing, and which go up or 
down in value as the bulls or the bears are in the ascendant. The 
share for which (say) he paid 10. was worth nothing when he bought 
it, The price was a fictitious market one, created by the jobbers; 
how can he be surprised if when they who by concert create? that 
nominal value had answered the ends for which they dit, and 
“feathered their own nests,” they would let it down again,, i the 
possessor would finds its nominal and real value the same #had 
literally “come to nothing.” Now, Sir, no one knows better than 
you do that this is not “ mining,” “ investing in mines,” “speculating 
in mines,” “ taking shares ina mining company,” as the phrases are, 
but sheer gambling, a “ toss up” under cover of designations, bear- 
ing the name of mines in connection with them, but no more. Yet 
I have known persons who have been rather active and acrimonious 
in denouncing mines, because they had lost heavily in the above 
trick, into which they entered with their eyes open. They knew the 
fictitious nature of the proceeding, but they intended to sell when 
the shares were sufficiently bulled; but they were too late, the bears 
hugged the market, and our shrewd speculators, as they thouglit 
themselves, perished in the fatal embrace. ' 
Glancing for a moment at the losses sustained by adventurers 1" 
other companies than mining, it is easy to justify our comparison 12 
favour of the latter. Can anyone deny that 200,000,000/, sterling 
have been lost by railways? Yes, Mr. Editor, 200,000,0007.! Only 
take 10 British railways as they appear in the official list: 1007. stock 
are now selling at 477, 10s, per share loss on the average. Take banks 
next, and we find that on the average stock of 10 banks the averag® 
loss is 454 per cent. I might extend the comparison very much, 1" 
most cases with nearly as unfavourable results to the general investor 
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and in some cases, alas, with eventualities still worse, entailing wide 
spread ruin, the havoc of property, health, home, and happiness, unt! 
men have quenched life itself in the flood of their irretrievable dis 
asters, Permit me now to direct your attention to what has happ2n 
in legitimate mining not share-jobbing but work, the application © 
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shafts, the opening of adits, the draining or pumping off of water, 
and the other necessary labour connected with opening up a metal- 
liferous lode, and the outlay essential to the competent and complete 
execution of this work. This is really what ought to be meant by 
“engaging in a mining undertaking,” “investing in a mining com- 
pany,” “taking mining shares,” as these phrases go. I find on 27 
British mines, the details of which are before me, that the outlay has 
been 815/., and the dividends paid 75187, Analysing these sums, it 
follows that there was an average outlay of 30/. per share, and an 
average dividend of 250/. per share; thus, the money expended by 
the shareholders was returned 74 fold. The mines referred to are 
various—copper, tin, tin and copper, lead and silver-lead, so that no 
particular section of mines has been chosen for the comparison, I 
shall, however, notice a class which does not often come up for dis- 
cussion in your columns, and the information afforded leads to simi- 
lar conclusions. I have on my desk a list of 17 lead and silver-lead 
mines. One of these actually pays cent. per cent. per annum, two 
pay 80 per cent. per annum, one 72 per cent. per annum, another 70 
per cent. per annum, the others all below 60 per cent., and a few a 
very small percentage, but better than could be obtained if the money 
were invested in the Funds. I find that the average profit on these 
17 mines is 31 per cent. per annum. The shares of many lead and 
silyer-lead mines, upon which a small sum has been paid, are selling 
afta iarge premium. One mine, on the stock of which 4/. per share 
has been paid, has so risen in public favour that the shares sell for 
four and a-half times the amount paid on them. Another instance 
occurs where 8/7, 10s. has been paid on each share, and five times that 
amount is freely given in the market. The shares of another mine 
are bringing 10} times the amount expended. 

The next instance shows an increase of value seven-fold, For the 
shares in lead and silver-lead mines to bring in the market two, three, 
or four-fold the amount which has been paid upon them is not at all 
uncommon. Probably the public appreciation of this description of 
property arises from the conviction of superior stability in the values 
produced. Silver, if not absolutely unvarying in its price, certainly 
changes in that respect but little. Lead is very steady. Tin and 
copper, on the other hand, are fluctuating. The range of prices over 
a given period for tin is amazing. Copper has been very restless, so 
to speak, for several years. The large quantities or tin produced in 
the Straits, and of copper on the American continent and in Australia, 
no doubt checked any advance in the rates at which these metals have 
been sold in England, and pressed them down with an uncertain and 
altering force. The lead and silver-lead mines have not been ex- 
posed to this competition, and therefore have not been liable to the 
unequal action of imports, constantly varying in quantity. For long 
periods, however, there were but little fluctuations in the value of tin 
and copper, and during a whole decade the dividend mines of Corn- 
wall and Devon only fluctuated in price to the extent of 19} per cent. 
atthe highest. During the same period these mines, taking the ‘ bad, 
good, and indifferent,” made an average profit of 20 per cent. per an- 
num. It is reasonable to believe that if investors and men of busi- 
ness knew these facts mines would be a more popular investment, 
and a far more wide-spread mining enterprise would characterise our 
advancing industry.— Gresham House, City. THOMAS SPARGO, 





RECENT GOLD DISCOVERY IN NEW ZEALAND—No, VI. 


Srr,—Instead of my writings on this important subject being likely 
to pale the imagination of your readers, I find that every day is add- 
ing more and more to the knowledge I have endeavoured to elucidate 
in my correspondence to you; and that whatever view I took of the 
discovery in my original, and however sanguine it was, I find that it 
is daily being verified, nay, surpassed by “facts.”

The place is going ahead rapidly, and is 
about 60 miles from Auckland; it is in the same district as Coromandel. They 
are finding gold all along the coast, from the Thames to Coromandel, a distance 
of 70 miles, and it is a digging that will last for years to come. The population 
is about 7000 or 8000, but they are beginning to flock here from all quarters. 
Auckland is quite deserted. The road to the diggings is almost impassable with 
mud this winter, being a new place, and with such a throng of population upon 
them. Some of the claims at the diggings are turning out wonderful; never 
anything in the other colonies to compare with it. There is one claim, called 
the “ Shotover,”’ the gold they get out of the quartz is something astonishing. 
It has not been worked six months yet, and the owners have taken more than 
40,000 ozs. of gold out already. The drawback at present is the want of machi- 
nery, but there will soon be plenty of that. In November last I got into a claim 
along with some other men, which, I am glad to say, is turning out well. The 
name of our claim is the *‘ Star of theSouth.’’ Wehad 24 tons of quartz crushed, 
which turned out 124 ozs., or at the rate of 50zs.totheton. Isold half myshare 
for 101, shortly after I got into the claim, for want of money, but since then the 
man that I sold it to has sold it again for 2001. Several shares have been sold 
out of the claim for 2701, Iwas offered 2201. for my half share, but refused it.’ ’’

POSITION AND PROSPECTS OF MEXICO, 


Srr,—Weare glad to beable to inform you that Mr. Romero, Minister 
of the Treasury, has written to some influential persons in London 
quite in accordance with what last week’s article (with the above 


heading) indicated. ns EF 

In addition to the above, Mr. Romero states in his letter that, as 
Congress is unanimous as regards the Bill for the exportation of sil- 
ver and gold in bars, he is confident it will be passed, as likewise the 
new laws for the protection of mortgage banks. The Government 
publishes a semi-monthly review of the “Official Gazette” in the 
English language, which will be forwarded to correspondents. 

Extracts from the “ Official Gazette :”"— 

** The President of the committee of the English bondholders has transmitted 
acommunication to the minister of the Treasury, Mr. Romera (late Minister 
Plenipotentiary at Washington), thanking him for the contents of his note of 
May 22 last, and stating that a commissioner will soon be sent to treat with the 
Mexican Government in relation to thematter. Congress has been convoked by 
the permanent deputation for the 5th of next month. Its attention will be oc. 
cupied first and foremost in discussing the improvements projected in the various 
branches of industry. * * * The Mexican and Vera Cruz Railwaysubvention 
wiil be the first to be settled definitely (120,000/. a-year for 13 years), * * * The 
Mexican Treasury continues to make its payments with punctuality. * * * In 
a circular of the 7th Government has resolved that one-half the value of public 
lands must enter into the National Treasury, thus dividing the amount which is 
payablein bonds. * * * TheGovernment has ordered that soldiers should be em- 
ployed in public works, roads, &c., so as to effect great economy in its Budget. 

* * * Gaslight has been introduced into the principal streets of the City of 
Mexico by an English company. Several telegraph lines are being carried out. 

* * * There has been discoyered near the town of Talyehualco, in the district 
of Chalco, a city buried beneath the lava deposits, revealing the fact that it must 
have existed for centuries. * * * Government allows the sale of Protestant Bibles 
and prayer-books in the Spanish language, and a large establishment has been 
opened for their sale in the City of Mexico.”

to depreciate mining property are so notoriously unfair, and publicly spoken of 
for weeks beforehand. Everyone on the market heard beforehand of the attacks 
that were to be madeon East Grenville, and that hundreds of shares ‘‘ were 
being beared,’’ preparatory to a person who had been for some time observed 
hanging about the skirts of the London market going to inspect and report upon 
it. Next there arose a sound in the market that the Prince of Wales Mine 
was going to be inspected by the same agent (by the way, agent of what ?), 
shares were sold by hundreds, if not by thousands, in anticipation of his report, 
which it was also whispered would be published in the Mining Journal, and 
have its effect in frightening the outside public to sell, so that the “ bears”’ 
might buy back at a profit before settling-day, on Thursday. 

Now, Sir, this person I have no doubt will be answered satisfactorily by the 
agent of the Prince of Wales. I only write to notice the effect such reports, 
published for the purpose of depreciating public property, must have on mining 
enterprise generally, and to ask (if the committee of the Mining Exchange is 
powerless in the matter) would the committee of the Stock Exchange take cog- 
nisance of snch matters if at any time it were found that members of that body

limited in this drivage ? 

Now, Sir, I wish through you to ask the mining profession whether it is pos- 
sible that two mining engineers, both inspecting a lode on the same day, with an 
honest desire to arrive at its true value, can come to conclusions so utterly di- 
verse as the foregoing? If so,are the opinions of mining engineers of any value 
whatever? Ican understand that there may be many questions upon which the 
most experienced may fairly differ; but for two mining engineers, with the lode 
before their eyes, to say, one that it is worth 151. and the other that it is worth 
nothing, is it possible? For my part, believing that Messrs. Gifford are in this

SHIPWRECKS, AND LOSS OF LIFE AND PROPERTY. 


S1r,—The recent publication of a statement by the Board of Trade 
of the wrecks around the British coast, in the past year (1867), isan 
evidence of the rapidly-increasing losses which result yearly, and for 
the lessening or prevention of which great calamities there is no real 
energy or exertion shown by those who are, or should be, interested 
in the subject, notwithstanding repeated appeals have been made to 
them by myself and others to provide proper and sufficient preventives 
and guards against shipwrecks, all round our coasts, in the shape of 
“ floating breakwater refuges,” to afford shelter to ships caught ina 
gale, and which refuges it is proposed to moor in safe anchorages 
from 20 to 30 miles apart from each other, at parallel distances of 
about one mile in extent off the coast shores, where they would 
form a cordon, or sea-belt, with warning lights as guides and beacons 
of the channel ways, and also be a rendervouz for seamen and lads 
in training for the commercial and national navies. The past year 
shows a wreckage list of 2513 ships lost or destroyed, with 1333 sea- 
men and boys lives, and a value lost of, at least, three million ster- 
ling in ships and cargoes. Two-thirds, if not three-fourths, of these 
dreadful losses could be prevented if the proposed means were recog- 
nised and practically adopted, but it will only be effected by con- 
tinued powerful action of the press assisting me in my best endea-

PESTARENA UNITED.—T. Roberts, J. Mitchell, T, Warne, James 
Roberts: We have smelted the amalgam obtained in September from the three 
districts, the working of 20 days from Pestarena mills, 24 days from Battigto, 
and 24 days from the mills at Piedimulera ; produce, 560 ozs. 11 dwts. 16 grs. of 
gold. The weather continues to be very unsettled, with plenty of rain, and so 
far very much against us repairing the damage done by the flood of the Anza 
at Pestarena. Since our last the pumps have worked as well as could be ex- 
pected, daily lowering the water. The lode in the end, driving north, has im- 
proved. The stopes at the 46, on No. 2, are yieldingon an average 3 tonsof ore 
per fathom.—Aquavite: The lode in the end of the 46 fm. level is improving ; 
it is still small, but rich; a trial made of some of the ore gave at the rate of 
5 ozs. of gold per ton. The lodes in the 33 fm. level south and 23 fm. level end 
are without change. The 23 fm, level end north yields 2 tons of ore per fathom, 
and the stopes in the back of this level 4 tons, which we estimate worth 1 oz. of 
gold perton. At Battigio Mine we have reduced the force. At Val Toppa the 
flat, or side lode in the ends, driving north-east, continues 5 ft. wide, but 
changed a little in its character, having less pyrites, but showing visible gold 
in some of the stones. 


CAPULA.—Capt, Paull, Aug. 20: The net proceeds of the silver, 
274 mares 2 ozs. (2194 ozs), produce of No. 5 torta, beneficiated at San Cayetano 
hacienda, amounted to $2456°18. The silver from No. 6 torta, 352 mares (2816 
ounces), Was sent to Mexico by yesterday’s conducta. There was a little amal- 
gam over that we could not get in the capellina, and from which we expect 
16 mares (128 ozs.) of silver, that will bring up the produce to about 2414 mares 
per monton ; we shall get near 20 cargas of washings from this torta, which, 
with 15 cargas from No, 5 torta, we intend sending to Sanchez to be calcined, 
and reduced in barrels with the metal. We have sent to Sanchez hacienda 
214 cargas of metal ; the average mine assay is 28 mares per monton, If the 
carriers continue we shall get 300 cargas there by the end of the month, but 
owing to the rains and long distance they seldom make but two turns weekly. 
The ground in theengine-shaft is very hard, and composed of quartz, in which 
we find some stones of azogue ore ; the average sinking is about 34 vara weekly. 
As soon as San Ignacio lode gets in the shaft we may expect more favourable 
ground. The lode in San Enrique end is improving in appearance every vara ; 
the barreteros commenced last week to put the metal in bags; it is of low ley 
as yet, but will, no doubt, improve in depth, and in going east the ground is 
much more favourable ; last week four men drove% vara. The Esperanza end 
is without alteration sincemy last; we have suspended it for this week, on ac- 
count of the bad ventilation, and to clear the attle; as soon as the communica- 
tion is made from San Jorge stopes with La Bomba, of which we are only short 
about 3 varas, the ventilation will again be good. The water does not sink 
more than 2 ft. in the Esperanza level, but as soon as San Ignacio lode is cut in 
the shaft we expect it will be completely drained, we shall then be able to greatly 
increase the extraction. Last week we put eight men to work again in the best 
stopesin San Jorge ; as the metal is not yet dressed I cannot say the exact quan- 
tity broken, but I estimate it to be about 40 cargas. Thestope east of San Jorge 
rise (or rather end now), tocommunicate with La Bomba, ts still producing good 
azogue ore, from 35 to 40 bags weekly. ‘The end from La Bomba has also a nar- 
row branch of good ore. Nothing has yet been donein the winze below the 
adit, east of shaft, on account of the bad air; a damp has got in that we have 
not yet been able to clear; the air is very good in ‘the level, but a vara below 


the candle will not burn. I have ordered a large quantity of new lime to be 
thrown in the winzes, which we think will break the damp. San Onofre winze, 
below San Enrique level, is not yetentirely drained ; inclearing up the mud we 
found water in the bottom; there is a branch of good ley ore in this winze. 
San Jose winze, west of shaft, on San Jose lode, is dry; we shall clear up the 
mud this week, and resume the sinking; there ts also a branch of very good 
quality ore in this winze. The weekly cost of working the engine, including 
fuel, tallow, oll, &c., will amount to about $115, Pitman’s salary (who fs also 
doing a great deal of timberwork), including leather, nails, &c., for gearing, is 
about $25 weekly. Sinking shaft 4 vara weekly, including materials—that 
is, powder, candies, and safety-fuse, will amount to $1274: total, $2674. We 
cannot do scarcely anything in the hacienda at present, on account of the heavy 
rains, which we think will be over yby the end of next month, when we shall 
throw all the force we can on the work, and commence grinding without delay, 


CHONTALES.—The directors have received advices from the mines 
dated Sept. 8. Mr. Belt confirms the favourable opinion he had formed upon 
the future prospects of the company, and the reports from him are altogether 
most satisfactory and encouraging. A second battery of stamps is in course of 
erection. The mines are being opened out with the utmost vigour. The supply 
of ore he considers practically unlimited, and with sufficient stamping power 
large returns will be made.

‘The excavation for 
new stamps will be completed in a few days; carpenters are at work abowt the 
framework of same; all the logs are on the spot, and are being sawn for their 
various purposes. ‘There have been 100 tons of quartz sent to mill from Sav 
Domingo refuse, averaging about 4 dwts. per ton ; also 494 tons from interior of 
mines, averaging 8 dwts. per ton.—San Antonio Mine: During the past montle 
operations have been resumed in this mine. I commenced to open up an old 
winze from surface, which communicates with the No, 1 level below, east of 
shaft, and cleared up another winze which communicates with No, 2 level, east 
of shaft. From this level I commenced to sink a winze, to communicate with 
the intermediate level: since the commencement of this winze we have sunk 
about 6 varas, through a strong lode, which yields 4 dwts. of gold per ton.

GEOLOGICAL TABLE.—An elaborate table, showing the British 
fossiliferous strata and their characteristic fossils, arranged in the order of su- 
perposition, or chronological succession, has just been published (through Mr, 
Stanford, of Charing Cross) by Mr. WILLIAM PARSONS, Sapper R.E. The sheet 
may be considered as a new edition of that issued some years since by Prof. 
Morris, the results of recent researches being carefully embodied. It is men- 
tioned, by way of note, that the information has been obtained principally 
from Sir Charles Lyell’s “* Elements of Geology,’’ Sir R. Murchison’s “ Siluria,” 
Prof. Tennant’s *‘ Catalogue of British Fossils,’ Dr. 8. P. Woodward's “* Recent 
and Fossil Shells,’’ and other works of equally reliablecharacter. The informa- 
tion given is carefully arranged in six columns, the class (such as pal@ozoic, 
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mesozolc) bracketing the system (Silurian, Devonian, and so on), and these 
again ar typical qreuse of rocks, the average thickness of the strata, and the 
characteristic fossils; the last column being occupied by series of interesting 
remarks, The table gives evidence of a large amount of labour having been be- 
stowed upon it, and will, doubtless, prove of considerable value to geological 


students generally. 








ECONOMIC TREATMENT OF POOR ORES. 


Notwithstanding the many efforts that have been made to render 
poor ores of greater commercial value by treating them by the wet 
way, itis beyond question that the uncertainty and great preliminary 
outlay has caused it to be very generally concluded that the humid 
process was practically unavailable to the miner ; Dr. JOHN CLARK 
and Mr. ALEX. ESILMAN, of Glasgow, have, however, provisionaily 
specified an invention which has for its object the decomposition of 
various metallic sulphides by a process which is considered to be at 
once novel and economical. The proposed mode of decomposing 
sulphides of copper is suitable for treating the sulphur ores of cop- 
per, or the regulus, or the burnt ore, in order to obtain the copper, 
and also leads to the utilisation of the sulphur of the two first. The 
material reduced to a finely pulverised state is treated with a solution 
of the persulphate or perchloride of iron, The desired reaction will 
take place in the cold, but it is preferred to boil the mixture, by doing 
which it is considerably hastened. The results of the reaction are 
the reduction of the persalt to a protosalt of iron, the formation of 
the salt of copper corresponding to the persalt used, and the libera- 
tion of the sulphur. At the same time the greater part of the sul- 
phur of the sulphide of iron present in the sulphur ores of copper is 
separated, bisulphide of iron alone remaining undecomposed. When 
the reaction is completed the cupreous solution is runoff, and the cop- 
per may be precipitated from it by means of metallic iron in the usual 
way. The insoluble residue consists chiefly of sulphur, bisulphide of 
iron, and earthy matters (when the regulus has not been used), and 
after being dried may be used at once in the manufacture of sulphuric 
acid, or other products ordinarily obtained from crude sulphur, The 
reduced salt of iron may be re-converted into a persalt by well-known 
means, so as toserve for treating fresh materials. 

When the sulphur ore or regulus of copper contains any gold or 
silver, these metals will be found with the separated sulphur and other 
matters that are insoluble in the solution of the persalt of iron. If 
nickel or cobalt has been contained in the materials it will be found 
in solution along with the salt of copper, and may be obtained there- 
from by any known means. It will generally be convenient and eco- 
nomical to separate these metals only after they have accumulated 
from the use of the solution with several successive quantities of ma- 
terials ; the oxidation of the solution between each use not interfer- 
ing with this. Sulphides of silver, nickel, and cobalt, or ores contain- 
ing them, may betreated for the separation of these metals and sul- 
phur in the same way. 

Sulphide of lead or galena is to be treated with the perchloride of 
iron in the same manner as is herein before described relatively to 
copper, it being preferred to boil the solution with the materials. 
The resulting chloride of lead may be obtained by crystallisation 
from the solution, to be afterwards treated according to any known 
manufacturing process, Any silver in the lead ore remains in the 
form of insoluble chloride of silver. Sulphide of barium being in- 
soluble in water it is more convenient instead of acting on the solid 
sulphide obtained by treating barytes or sulphate of baryta with car- 
bonaceous matter to mix a solution of the perchloride of iron with a 
solution of the sulphide of barium, The reaction takes place imme- 
diately, even in the cold. The resulting chloride of barium may be 
obtained by crystallisation, or it may be converted into sulphate of 
baryta in the ordinary way. The sulphur separated in this reaction 
is sufficiently pure for commercial purposes. The sulphide of stron- 
cium is to be treated like the sulphide of barium, 

When the solid sulphide of calcium can be obtained in a state of 
sufficient purity it may be at once treated with a solution of the per- 
chloride of iron in the cold or at a boiling temperature, when all the 
sulphur will be separated, the chloride of calcium formed remaining 
in solution. When, however, the sulphide of calcium is obtained in 
astate of mixture with other matters, as in soda waste, it is necessary 
first to convert the solid into the soluble sulphides of calcium in the 
ordinary way, and then either to precipitate the sulphur from the so- 
lution by directly adding the perchloride of iron, or to add to theso- 
lution a solution of protochloride of iron, or of protochloride of man- 
ganese, or of both, so as to obtain sulphides of iron and of manga- 
nese, which are to be treated with the perchloride of iron. The sul- 
phur is then liberated, whilst the protochlorides of iron and of man- 
ganese remain in solution, and will serve for treating a fresh quan- 
tity of sulphides of calcium, the requisite portion of the protochloride 
of iron being, of course, first re-converted into perchloride, 





GoLp STATISTICS OF VicroRIA.—We have been favoured by Mr,

REMARKS.—The Metal Market has shown rather more activity 
duriug the past week, and business appears now to be gradually re- 
suming a tone more in accordance with that which was formerly ex- 
hibited in the metal trade. Buyersevince much more disposition to 
enter into transactions, and orders are given out with greater free- 
dom, and generally there is a decidedly more encouraging prospect 
for the future. In some cases prices have advanced, and still show 
a disposition to look upward, while in others, though there at pre- 
sent appears little evidence of forward movement, yet should the im- 
proved demand continue there is little doubt that a general advance in 
all metals will result; and, when this becomes fully established, it is 
very improbable that we shall again see prices of some metals as low as 
they have been for some time to come. The events now taking placein 
Spain cannot be observed without considerable interest, especially as it 
appears thatan enlightened policy is governing thepresent rulers; and 
it is very satisfactory to find Spain is now emerging from the supersti- 
tion and oppression which have so long governed her, and coming for- 
ward to take her place among the free and active nations of Europe. 
Itis to be hoped that the result will be also advantageous to the com- 
merce of the country, and that it will be found that business opera- 
tions will become extended and enlarged, and that not only they, but 
we likewise, shall reap the fruits of reciprocal commercial relations ; 
and, should this be the case, it will be a matter for general rejoicing. 

CoPpPpER.—No improvement can yet be noted as having taken place 
in this metal, and operations continue very limited, Prices have 
undergone little or no alteration. 

Iron.—In Staffordshire, the accounts from all quarters represent 
the trade as in a position of tolerable activity, and full time is now 
the general rule at the works. As the rate of wages is low, and the 
workmen were long on short time, they are poor, and the result is 
they work more regularly than is usually the case. Some works which 
were standing have started, and from all appearances it is antici- 
pated that we shall have a steady trade during this quarter, In 
Welsh the trade is gradually recovering from the depression which 
has prevailed during the last two years, and the improvement which 
has lately set inis fully maintained, The hands at the leading works 
are fully employed, and the additional orders lately received will, it 
is believed, afford employment to the end of the year. Home buyers 
are now beginning to purchase with something like freedom, and 
contracts are more numerous than they have been for several months 
past. Shipments of rails continue to be made to Russia, America, 
and the British colonies. Continental enquiries also are better, and 
as the railway system is expected to be largely extended in Europe, 
there is a prospect of an increased demand. In Swedish iron the de- 
mand has somewhat slackened. In Scotch pig-iron the market has 
been rather quiet during the week, and the price, upon the whole, has 
somewhat declined, the last price from Glasgow being 52s, 9d. cash. 

LEAD.—Transactions are only of a moderate extent, but sellers 
continue firm at the quotations. 

Tin.—A decided improvement has taken place in the market, and 
the demand for Straits has been brisk, and a considerable quantity 
has changed hands. Early in the week business was done at 95/7, 10s, 
cash, and 96/, for arrival; an advance, however, soon occurred, and 
transactions took place at 96/7. cash, and 967. 10s. for arrival; the im- 
provement still continued, and prices rose to 967. 10s. cash, and 971. 
for arrival, at which a good business wasdone. Banca is now quoted

MINING NOTABILIA. 
[EXTRACTS FROM OUR CORRESPONDENCE.] 


GREAT VoR.—There are indications of improvement at this mine.

I am now aware that the poorer the ores are 
the lower is the price, but I think there must be a certain reduction accord- 
ing as the percentage is higher or lower. The method of fixing the price ac- 
cording to Dr. Percy’s Metallurgy is—multiply the standard by the produce, 
divide by 100 from the product, substract the returning charges, and the re- 
mainder will be the price per ton; but I find that his method will not do for 
poor ores, for example, the standard for July 21 was 891. 17s. ; we will take ore 
at 2 per cent., which if multiplied by the standard, divided by 100, the pro- 
duct is 11. 158. 114d. If the returning charges were 45s., you will see that it 
is impossible to have a price for the ore, Now, ore at the same produce, 
standard, and returning charges (45s.) was, according to the Cornish assayers’ 
price, 16s. 6d. per ton, and 34 per cent. ore was 11. 14s. 6d., according to same 
sale, &c., from which I am convinced that there must be a certain method for 
it in use amongst the assayers.—JOSEPH ROSKELL: Widnes, Oct. 12.

ABUNDANT VENTILATION, 


In the Mining Journal of December 14 last year (No. 1686, Vol. 37) 
we described a visit paid on our behalf to the Homer Hill Colliery, 
near Cradley, the property of Mr. J. E. SWINDELL, where an explo- 
sion happened on Noy, 11 in that year, by which 12 persons were 
killed and 10 others burnt. We showed that the pit was laid out in 
the most complete manner, and that the machinery above and below 
ground was all that could be desired—such, indeed, as would make 
the colliery compare favourably with the best elsewhere. The ex- 
plosion arose out of an accumulation of gas in the roof, a high cavern- 
ous opening, resulting from the working of the thick coal. The gas 
escaped detection by reason of the lamp-stick having been broken, and 
it then came down upon the naked lights, with which the colliers 
were working. Happily, not only was the place in which the gas 
fired very large, but the roadways were 10 ft. high by 10 ft. broad, and 
exceedingly substantial. There was, therefore, room for the gas to 
expand itself before it had proved so disastrous as would have at- 
tended an explosion in a narrower compass. It was bad enough, how- 
ever, asit was, In the article to which we refer we drew attention 
to the observations of Mr. LIONEL BrouaGu in his report for that 
year, just previously published, in which he drew prominent atten- 
tion to the absolute necessity of such an amount of ventilation in 
every pit as shall be more than sufticient “under ordinary circum- 
stances,” and we stated that the Homer Hill accident was really a 
striking indication of the danger that would be avoided by the pre- 
sence of air in a quantity as abundant as Mr, BROUGH stipulated, 
The Homer Hill accident, we concluded, was a remarkable instance 
of the great importance of purging by regular currents spaces ex- 
hausted of coal, even although they might not be working places, 
and, “under ordinary circumstances,” might be quite free from any 
cause of danger. 

Last week the Mining Jowrnal showed that, at a cost of 5007, Mr, 
SWINDELL has endeavoured to act upon the course which the reflec- 
tions inseparable from the accident in his colliery 11 months ago 
pointed out. He has laid down a Guibal fan, and has thereby se- 
cured the ability to send in with an engine speed of 96 strokes as much 
as 51,700 cubic feet per minute. The report shows that it took only 
20 seconds to increase the ventilation from a state of stagnation to 
that of 50,000 feet per minute. Now, before the accident happened, 
and yet more so since, the pit has been in that state in which, “under 
ordinary circumstances,” no more air was required than was being 
supplied by the aid of the two furnaces.

and lamps of every description will also be gathered together for the 
benefit of the members.

OUR COAL AND IRON TRADES. 


In the Mining Journal of Oct, 3 the following paragraph appears 
in our leading article on “ Our Coal and Iron Trades :”— 

** We find that in 1866 Monmouthshire raised only 60 tons of ore, of the value 
of 151., whilst last year it is credited with 341,057 tons, of the value of 86,0401. 10s. 
This is a rise which, if correct, far surpasses anything in the mineral history of 
the kingdom which we can recollect.’’ 

Mr. RoBERT Hunt wishes to remove any misconception on this 
head, and offers the following explanation :— 

Until the year 1867 all the argillaccous iron ores used in the South 
Wales Iron Works were classed under the head of South Wales, and 
in 1866 more than half a million tons of iron ore are given as the 
“total of South Wales returned ” (vide p. 62, Mineral Statistics for 
1866). For 1867 earnest efforts were made to obtain a more complete

THE IRON TRADE, AND ITS PROSPECTS, 


It is gratifying to observe that the reports from all parts of Eng- 
land confirm the impression that the Iron Trade is gradually improv- 
ing. This fact is the more encouraging because itshows conclusively 
that the consumption of this article is increasing in our countless 
hives of industry at Leeds, Manchester, and more especially the Black 
Country, which has created much attention lately. The Black 
Country raises 1,000,000 tons of ironstone annually, has 540 separate 
and distinct collieries, and raises 10,000,000 tons of coal per annum, 
It contains no less than 116 iron works (mills and forges), which in 
round numbers have about 2100 puddling-furnaces. The quantity of 
finished iron turned out in the whole district will be about 900,000 
tons per annum. The Romans made iron at Worcester, and carried 
their iron mines from Dudley, the centre of the Earl of Dudley’s 
gigantic establishments, which is considered one of the most import- 
ant concerns in the iron trade. In the Supplemental Sheet to this 
week’s Journal will be found an ably written letter, giving a full de- 
scription of these great works, by Mr. SAMUEL GRIFFITHS, the well- 
, | known metal broker, which our readers will be pleased to peruse, the 

Earl of Dudley’s works being among the most complete establish- 
ments of the kind in South Staffordshire and Worcestershire. 








LIQUID FUEL. 


The trial of Messrs. DoRsETT and BLYTHE’s system of burning 
liquid fuel, to which we referred last week, took place on Monday, on 
board the Retriever, a screw steamer of 500 tons burden, and 90-horse 
power. There were on board Capt. SELWYN, R.N., Mr. STEEL, from 
the Admiralty, Capt. CRoHM, of the Russian Navy, Dr. Paut, Mr. 
SILVERLOCK, of the Citizen Steam-boat Company, Mr. PARKER, Mr, 
NurRsey, Mr. Crowe, Mr. Murray, Mr. STEWART, Mr. HERRON, Mr. 
LAMERTON, of Woolwich Arsenal, and many other gentlemen inter- 
ested in the subject of liquid fuel. The vessel left the wharf of the 
’| Patent Fuel Company’s works, at Deptford, a quarter before noon, and 
arrived at Gravesend at a quarter to 2 o’clock, returning again to 
Deptford. During the whole trip the oil-burning arrangements worked 
exceedingly well, except on two or three occasions, when much smoke 
,| was given off from the funnel for a minute or two, owing to some 

slight derangement of the supply to the furnace ; but this cannot be 
»| regarded as arising from anything else than the crude and experi- 

mental nature of all the arrangements which had been hastily adapted 
to a vessel intended to burn coal. Altogether the result of the trial 
gave great promise of success being attained in solving the problem 
of burning oil efficiently in a marine boiler furnace. One very im- 
portant feature of this system consists in making the oil to be burnt 
do the work of supplying the fuel to the boiler furnace, instead of 
using steam for this purpose. For this object the oil is first heated 
in a generator, which is, in fact, a small boiler, similar to those of con- 
tractors’ engines, and the oil vapour thus produced is led by a pipe 
into the furnace of this boiler, where it is kept burning sufficiently to 
maintain the production of oil vapour at a convenient pressure, 
Another pipe passing from this generating boiler leads the oil vapour 
to the steam-boiler furnace, where it issues in jets, and is burnt by 
proper regulation of the air supply without any smoke. This arrange- 
ment presents great advantages over the various plans of converting 
the oil into actual gas before burning it, all of which involve the pro- 
bability of the supply pipes becoming choked by pitch and charred 
products. It has also an advantage over the plan adopted by Messrs. 
FIELD, WISE, and AYDON, and by others, of effecting the supply of 
oil to the furnace by means of a steam-jet, inasmuch as it does away 
with the waste of heat expended in producing the steam applied for 
this purpose. Moreover, the extreme simplicity of the contrivance 
is itself a recommendation in its favour as compared with other plans 
of burning oil. The material employed in this trial was the dead oil, 
or creosote of the gas-tar refiner, and the consumption on board the 
Retriever was at the rate of about 35 gallons per hour. The con- 
sumption of coal on board this vessel was stated to have been about 
8 ewts. per hour, which gives the practical effect of the oil as about 
2} times that of coal, and shows that there was perfect combustion 
of the fuel, and a full application of its capabilities, 








GOLDIN NATAL.—Ata meeting of the directorsof the South African 
Gold Field Exploration Company, held on Wednesday, the 14th inst., 
the arrangements of the company for the immediate dispatch of its 
exploring party were matured. The expedition has been planned with 
considerable care, and will be conducted with the most rigid economy. 
But its efficiency will, nevertheless, be ensured by the employment of 
very capable and experienced officers. One old, well-seasoned, and 
well-tried South African explorer, whose reputation is already made, 
will be of the party, A gentleman who has been some years occupied 
in the Transvaal district, who is thoroughly versed in the native lan- 
guages, who is expert in instrumental observation, and who has also 
the further recommendation of being intimately connected with per- 
sons of high position and influence in the colony of Natal, will be 
the interpreter und transport-rider of the expedition. A commander 
of the Royal Navy, who is leading a party of his own into the dis- 
trict for commercial objects, and who is an adept in organisation and 
the guidance of men, and who has been trained in rough service and 
self-reliance, will, in all probability, be associated with the manage- 
ment. The most thorough co-operation, advice, and guidance in the 
colony of Natal has been provided for. The employment of a skilled 
mineralogist and geologist, who has had practical experience in gold 
regions, and who understands the technicalities, is almost the only 
detail of the expedition that remains under consideration. The last 
reports from the district are very encouraging. It is known that 
Black left Mosilikatze’s country simply because he had no presents to 
give when met by the chiefs’ emissaries while poaching on his ground, 
and that he was about to return immediately to the field of action, 
having brought down to Patchefstroom (Transvaal) in his wagon 
several hundredweight of rich gold quartz, The well organised and 
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—— 
well considered plan now adopted by this company is exactly the 

roceeding which is required to remove most quickly and surely the 
local difficulties of this class, and to enable the actual facts involved 
in the discovery of this rich field to be brought fully, fairly, and un- 
reservedly beforethepublic. Underthe excellent guidance and counsel 
which the company has secured, it is confidently expected that this 
most desirable object will be attained by a comparatively trifling out- 
lay. The immediate publication of reliable statements, gleaned from 
the gold district and its neighbourhood by the competent and re- 
sponsible officers and agents of the company, has-been provided for. 





GoLD QUARTZ-CRUSHING IN MEXxIco.—It has now been lately as- 
certained that few countries contain greater and more extensive gold 
fields and veins than the southern portion of the Republic. Several 
Americans from California have been inspecting the States of Mi- 
chocan and Guerrero, and the great advantages to be found there 
are superior to California or Australia. Rivers crossing those States 
in all directions (by which water-power can be replaced for that of 
steam) are found in numbers; impenetrable forests on the hills, and 
agricultural produce of every class, and close at hand. Asa general 
rule, 300 lbs. of barley or Indian corn are sold for 83. at the mineral 
districts. A common labourer is paid 1s, 6d. a day, and a skilled 
miner of the country 2s. and 2s. 6d. The same can be applied to an- 
otheg neighbouring country—Nicaragua. And although the first Eng- 
lish%ompany for that country did not take full advantage of these 
circumstances, having sent persons to take charge of their property 
not sufficiently experienced in gold quartz-crushing, not having been 
sufficiently cautious as to taking average samples, gave these as hav- 
ing 20 ozs, to 25 ozs. of gold per ton, instead of 1 oz. to 1} 0z., which 
is a good paying average on large quantities, This is shown by the 
monthly returns from the Port Phillip and Clunes of Australia, as 
also the Anglo-Brazilian companies, that pay, on an average, very 
high percentages, on ore that seldom yields above } oz. of gold per 
ton. I imagine that, if these companies pay handsome dividends 
on } oz. per ton, with steam-power and high wages, Mexican gold 
mining companies, with much greater advantages, and an average of 
2ozs, per ton, cannot but promise a great future for such undertakings. 





COMMUNICATION BETWEEN NICE AND ITALY.—The Provincial 
Council of Coni have just added to the subsidy of 100,000 frs. voted 
last year a further sum of 150,000 frs., which, with the subsidies of 
the four communes interested, raises the total to 350,000 frs.; and it 
is considered that a company undertaking the work would secure a 
brilliant return for their outlay. Asa single source of profit the 
transportof cattle is referred to, and it is mentioned that 81,000 beasts 
passed the Col de Tende during the past year, which would be car- 
ried by the line, and give a good profit. 





A New STEAM-ENGINE.—An ingenious and extremely simple 
steam-engine, in which piston, crank, steam-chest, &c., are dispensed 
with, has been invented by Mr. BENJAMIN FRANKLIN, of Westmore- 
land, Penna., U.S. It depends entirely on centrifugal force, friction 
is almost entirely overcome, and it will produce 1500 revolutions per 
minute with one-fourth the steam usually required, although the 
same amount of horse-power is developed. The centrifugal steam- 
engine condenses almost all its steam (which in itself is a great 
saving), whilst from its simplicity it can be constructed at one-fourth 
the ordinary cost, and is not liable to get out of order, 





Exports oF RAtLway Iron.—The quantity of railway iron ex- 
ported from the United Kingdom in August was 54,618 tons, as com- 
pared with 65,748 tons in August, 1867, and 39,723 tons in August, 
1866, In the eight months ending August 31 this year the total ex- 
ports of railway iron were 388,676 tons, as compared with 383,776 
tons in the corresponding period of 1867, and 352,455 tons in the cor- 
responding period of 1866, It is noticeable that the deliveries of 
our railway iron have sensibly declined to British India, having 
sunk to Aug. 31 this year to 53,469 tons, as compared with 101,995 
tons in the corresponding period of 1867, and 90,778 tons in the cor- 
responding period of 1866, On the other hand, the United States 
took 188,730 tons of British railway iron to Aug. 31 this year, as com- 
pared with 125,551 tons in the corresponding period of 1867, and 
62,806 tons in the corresponding period of 1866. The value of the 
railway iron exported in August was 443,9762., as compared with 
554,2032, in August, 1867, and 354,1312, in August, 1866; and in the 
eight months ending Aug. 31 this year 3,058,582/7., as compared with 
3,216,583/, in the corresponding eight months of 1867, and 2,893,6142. 
in the corresponding eight months of 1866,

MINING, METALS, AND MINERALS—PATENT MATTERS, 
BY MICHAEL HENRY, 
Patent Agent and Adviser, Memb. Soc, Arts, Assoc. Soc. Eng. 


A specification of an important patent of Mr, R. A, WRIGHT, the 
furnace engineer, has recently been lodged through my office, and 
constitutes another of the series of improvements in the art of smoke 
consuming, which is so greatly indebted. Probably as this descrip- 
tion may appear in extenso in these columns, it may be sufficient to 
say that the improvements include the arrangement of hollow or 
chambered furnace-doors, and also in flues of an air-valve, working 
on a knife edge, like the centre of a scale-beam, so contrived as to 
act and open when fresh fuel is fed on to the grate-bars, and the or- 
dinary draught through them stopped. The use of a solution of gly- 
cerine in circulation-pipes, for heating purposes, is also claimed in 
this specification. A mode of projecting gas or steam over or across 
the mouth of a pipe containing petroleum or other hydrocarbon, so 
as to project it into a furnace in minute sprays, forms another fea- 
ture of the invention. 

Arather peculiar, but very gratifying instance of the parliamentary 
proclivity to the cause of patentees, and of its desire to remedy an 
inventor’s misfortune, recently occurred. A patent taken out by 
a Mr, GARDINER, of New York, for railway carriage-springs, was 
sold by him to a Mr. Thomson, for 14,0007, This gentleman expended 
large sums of money in establishing machinery and works in this 
country, in order to carry out the patent on a large scale. Unfor- 
tiaetely the third year’s duty on the patent was not paid, and it be- 
<} void. Mr. Thomson applied to Parliament for a remedy, and 
avr Act (31 and 32 Vic.) was passed last spring, and received the Royal 
Assent, confirming the patent, by allowing the third year’s duty on 
the patent to be paid, and rendering it valid on such steps being taken, 
just as if the patent had been duly stamped in the time prescribed. 
The duty was, thereupon, paid, and the patent revived in its former 
full force, Mr. Gardiner may be congratulated on the liberal pro- 
ceedings of Parliament in protecting the cause of invention, and in 
furthering the general interests of industry, which are so evidently 
and effectively protected by the maintenance of patent right. 

One of the most important industrial applications of mineral sub- 
stances is unquestionably the use of lithographic stones, and also of 
zine and other metals, for printing purposes : there is scarcely any art 
so generally important in an industrial sense as the typographic art 
in its various branches. I may, therefore, notice that an important 
specification relating to lithographic, zincographic, and typographic 
printing machines has just been filed (through my office), by Messrs. C. 
H, GARDNER, of West Harding-street, Fetter-lane, London, and G. 
J. BICKERTON, of Oldham, Lancashire. The specification includes 
the following improvements :—In order to elevate and depress the 
table, to adapt it to various thicknesses of stone or printing surface, 
the patentees use a block or plate having an inclined surface, and 
worked to and fro by a screw, so as to act against a corresponding 
inclined surface on the under part of the table. There is generally 
one such arrangement at each angle of the bottom of the table ; they 
may be worked separately or together, by suitable connections. Next, 
to cause the registering point to work in a steady manner, and to 





strike through the feeding board to the same extent whatever its po- 


‘sition, the patentees suspend or attach a frame to the feeder, or to its 


brackets, by means of pins or studs, furnished with springs. This 
frame consists of slotted arms, with an adjustable slotted cross piece, 
in which is the bracket which holds the registering point. The frame 
is raised and depressed, and its position adjusted, by an arm, lever, 
cam, or tappet. In order to obtain a proper lay of the paper, and get 
regularity of adjustment at the edge, and uniformity of margin, a 
spring slide, or spring stop, capable of rising and falling in guide- 
ways, mounted in a frame, is used, and it is so placed that the edge 
of the paper on the feeder board can be fed close up to it. The slide 
or stop is depressed by the gripper as it approaches the paper on the 
board, and it is forced up again by a spring or the like ready for ac- 
tion. For the purpose of actuating the ink roller simply and effec- 
tively, and cause it in each revolution to be touched twice by the 
ductor roller, a pitch chain or endless chain is carried over pulleys, 
to transmit motion to the ink roller, and a double cam, or double 
ended cam, is carried on the axes of the ink roller, to work the levers 
or arms by which the ductor roller is actuated, and whereby it is 
brought into contact with the ink roller twice for every one revolu- 
tion of the latter. Anarrangement of stud and cam is described for 
lifting the ink rollers free of the slab, and also an arrangement for 
effecting the engagement and disengagement of the cylinder and 
driving rack, A break contrivance is described for checking the 
speed of the cylinder as it approaches the end of its travel.

REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 


Oct, 15.—No decided change can be reported in the demand for 
iron. Insome quarters there is a slight falling off, whilst from other 
sources the accounts are favourable. The consumption of pigs is 
considerably increasing, and, in consequence, additional furnaces 
seem likely tobe putin blast. This will help to check advancein prices. 

Electioneering is now the topic of many tongues, and occupies the 
pages of the newspapers. It is not out of place in this Journal to say 
that, on the whole, the various contests in this district are being car- 
ried on with far less violence, and there is far more desire to hear 
both sides than has been shown on any former occasion. In the 
town of Wolverhampton, and which has returned Liberals for so 
long a period, the Conservative candidates had a most respectful 
hearing at a very large meeting, and both sides have vied with each 
other in speaking with respect of the characters of the opposite can- 
didates. It is true that in the great borough of Wednesbury, which 
contains the very heart of the Black Country, Dr. Kenealy, Q.C., has 
succeeded in developing a large amount of rowdyism, but even the 
limits within which the influence of his intense talent for vitupera- 
tion have been confined speak loudly of the improved tone of the 
great population, which was years ago regarded with terror, and 
was almost looked upon as morally blacker than its mounds of spoil 
and its smoke-curtained sky. In the aspect in which the Mining 
Journal has regarded the election, its bearing on the representation 
of the great mining and manufacturing interests, of which it is the 
exponent, it may be observed that it is rather generally anticipated 
that Mr, Foster and Mr. Smith Child, Liberal and Conservative re- 
spectively, and the two who would no doubt succeed if trading and 
social considerations were alone to determine, are likely to be elected. 
The result of the Wednesbury election cannot be predicted, on ac- 
count of the disturbing element of the learned barrister who is offer- 
ing himself; but even should Mr, Brogden be defeated, Mr. Walker 
(the Conservative candidate) has considerable connection, especially 
through his father, with commercial enterprise, and uo one antici- 
pates that the learned Doctor will be sent to speak in the name of 
this great centre of industry. In Kast Staffordshire Mr. M‘Clean 
seems safe; but Mr. Hartley, an eminently practical and moderate 
man, opposed to the Liberals mainly on the question of the Irish 
Church, is threatened with opposition from a decided Liberal, and 
the gentleman who is now being asked to stand cannot compare for a 
moment with Mr, Hartley as a representative of the special interests 
of the division. In the great borough which goes by the name of 
Stoke-upon-Trent, but which really includes the populous coal field 
of North Staffordshire, Mr. Roden, who is extensively connected with 
the iron trade, is sought to be displaced by a Mr. Robert Hartwell, 
who is secking support as a working man’s candidate. As yet it is 
premature to offer an ‘opinion as to his prospects, but they do not 
appear very hopeful. He is understood to hold some position in 
London in connection with Trades Unions, 


ORGANIC LIFE IN THE NEW RED SANDSTONE.—Mr. Daniel Jones, 
of Donnington, near Wolverhampton, in writing to the Wolverhampton Chroni- 
cle, says—‘ It is so seldom that evidence of organic life during the period in 
which the New Red Sandstone was deposited is to be met with, that any such 
discovery deserves to be recorded ; and for the information of geologists I am 
desirous of calling attention to four imprints of fect upon a large slab of sand- 
stone now lying at the quarry, near Somerford. I was attracted by the very 
distinct ripple marks which may be seen on several slabs in the quarry, when 
I discoverei the footprints upon the largest slab of those which were reared up 
to form a temporary boundary along the road side leading from Coven to Somer- 
ford. I believe they will be recognised as similar to those observed at Hildburg- 
hausen, Saxony,of an unknown Batrachian, provisionally named Christheriam 
and illustrated at p. 555, of Mantell’s ‘ Wonders of Geology,’ I should be glad 
to know whether the like have before been discovered in Great Britain, as I have 
not yet heard of an instance.”’ 








REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


Oct. 15.—There is no alteration with regard to the condition of 
the Iron and Coal Trades in the neighbourhood of Chesterfield. Some 
of the foundries are kept moderately well going, but the mills are not 
so active as they might be. The business doing in coal to London is 
by no means so good as it ought to be at this advanced period of the 
year, so that the tonnage returns of the coal carried to London from 
our principal collieries last month was not equal to August, there 
being less from Clay Cross alone of nearly 3000 tons, whilst the de- 
crease for the nine months just expired is no less than 303,569 tons, 
in comparison with the same period of 1867, There is scarcely so 
much doing in coke, owing to several of the furnaces having recently 
been put out of blast. Several branches of the Sheffield trades are 
showing unmistakeable signs of improvement, and which are very 
likely to become still betteras the winter advances. In heavy armour- 
plates there is now considerably more doing, and makers are likely 
to be kept well going for some time to come. Bessemer steel is also 
in good request, both plain and manufactured, In the adjoining dis- 
trict, as far as Rotherham, the mills are being well employed, and 
there is a rather better demand for coal at the collieries. At Else- 
car, where the explosion of a boiler resulted in the death of two of 
the workmen about a fortnight ago, one part of the works in conse- 
quence has been standing. A new boilerin lieu of the exploded one, 
and a second one to replace another, are now being made. The firm 
are doing a good trade, having been very favourably off for orders 
for nearly all qualities of iron’during the summer months, and up to 
the time of theaccident. Thereis more activity at some of the large 
foundries, more especially with regard to heavy castings. 

In the Barnsley district matters are rather quiet, whilst there has 
been a falling off in the demand for Bessemer steel at the extensive 
works at Penistone, so that some of the men have this week been put 
on short time. The Coal Trade during the week has not been by any 
means active, either for home consumption orexportation. To London 
the demand for the season is by no means good, and the quantity for- 
warded there last month, singularly enough, shows a considerable 
falling off when compared with August, more particularly in Silk- 
stones, now a favourite coal with the metropolitan consumers. That 
the tonnage could be very largely increased by the Great Northern 
Company reducing their rate is the opinion of the members of the 
South Yorkshire Coalowners’ Association, and is certainly borne out 
by facts. Thus, the business being done to London from Yorkshire 
is very much less than it has been, With house coal superior to the 





Derbyshire, we find the Great Northern taking its largest supply from 
thatcounty, dividing the traffic principally with the Londonand North- 
Western line, although the South Yorkshire coalowners are ina great 
measure dependent on the former railway for access to the metropolis, 
Last month it only carried to King’s Cross 11,264 tons of Silkstones, 
and 6880 tons of the Barnsley seam, whilst its total carriage there was 
14,429 tons less than for August. There is no more important ques- 
tion to the colliery owners of Barnsley and the neighbourhood than 
that relating to the carriage rate to London, and in the interest of 
those concerned we shall again revert to the subject at greaterjlength, 
There is a little more doing in some qualities of coal into Lancashire, 
but prices still continue low, in many instances being upwards of 25 
per cent. less than they were last year. There is just now some talk 
of the men at a few of the collieries asking to have the 5 per cent. 
reduction which was submitted to a few months back restored, now 
that the winter's trade has commenced ; but as the price of coal has 
not been raised by the colliery proprietors, and as the trade is by no 
means active, a favourable answer can scarcely be expected under the 
circumstances, One of the principal proprietors having been informed 
that his men should expect to return to the late prices, has intimated 
to them that he would meet them, and show the actual state of the 
trade, and the unreasonableness of the demand. What effect it will 
have remains to be seen. 





REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 


Oct. 15.—As we have already remarked, most of the new winnings 
for coal in this district are proceeding somewhat slowly, owing to the 
dull state of the trade; still there is no want of enterprise, as will be 
seen by taking a glance at the important winnings and extensions 
now in progress. First, we have the operations at Wallsend, for the 
removal of the water from the Tyne collieries; this important work 
continues to make steady progress, the engine-house at Hebburn is 
nearly finished, and the erection of a Cornish pumping-engine nearly 
completed, in addition to the large winding-engines already at work 
there. The engines working at Wallsend are going at a slow rate, 
and keeping the water down at the present level with great ease. 
Another large pumping-engine is being erected here, and when this 
is completed the progress made will be more rapid. The new winning 
near Ryhope—that is, between Ryhope and the South Dock at Sun- 
derland—has not yet been commenced; the scheme, it is understood, 
is not entirely abandoned, but its execution only delayed. A new 
shaft is also projected at the extensive Monkwearmouth Colliery. 
A considerable number of hands are employed on the Silksworth new 
winning, near Sunderland, and a winding-engine is being fitted up, 
for the purpose of sinking the shafts. The shafts at the Boldon new 
winning, near South Shields, are down a considerable distance, and 
are expected to be completed early next year. A very large winding- 
engine is being constructed at Black, Hawthorn, and Co.’s works, 
Gateshead, for this place. It is on the horizontal principle, having 
two cylinders, each 48-in. diameter, and a drum, the largest diameter 
of which will be about 30 ft. This is one of the largest, if not the 
largest, winding-eugine yet erected in the coal trade, and although 
the depth of the shaft is great, yet this engine is capable of lifting 
a large quantity of coal per day. Onthe whole, the demand for Coal 
and Coke of all kinds continues extremely flat, consequently prices 
remain very unsatisfactory, and numbers of men are to be found in 
search of work. Large heaps of coal are much too common yet, and, 
of course, there is no inducement to push the working of coals. It 
is now feared that the year must close as it began, and 1868 must be 
classed as one of the dullest ever known, 

At the Coal Trade meeting, on Saturday last, the report of the tech- 
nical committee (connected with the Northern Institute) was consi- 
dered and adopted, and Mr, Rowden will be present on Saturday next, 
for the purpose of having a conference with the executive committee, 
to determine the course to be adopted in order to carry out the views 
of the committee. Further particulars will be given next week. 

In the Government Inspector’s Report for this district the most 
remarkable case of accident noticed is that which occurred at Wash- 
ington Colliery on May31, In this case the cage, contuining 10 men, 
was drawn up to the pulleys, which caused the breakage of the rope, 
and the cage and men were trown down the shaft, all the men being 
killed. Mr, Atkinson, in his report to the Secretary of State, says :— 

“T also recommend that the keps at bank should always be in when men are 
riding, and that great care be taken to enforce compliance with special rules in 
reference to the attendance of onsetters and banksmen when persons are to be 
raised or lowered in the shaft, and that any neglect on the partof the onsetters 
or banksmen be punished as magistrates may direct.’ * * * ‘If keps, out 
of deference to the opinion of the workmen, ure adopted at seams intermediate 
between the top and bottom of the shaft, I should suggest that they ought to 
fall ‘out,’ and not to fall ‘in,’ and be in sight of the onsetter, as they were used 
at Seaham Colliery.”” * * * ‘Safety keps as against overwinding I think 
very good, and would thoroughly concur In their adoption in connection with 
Broadbent's, or some other similar disconnecting apparatus.”’ 

We make these extracts as they appear to have a general applica- 
tion, and are calculated to be useful to all, Thiscase certainly shows 
very clearly the want of a disconnecting hook and safety apparatus 
in connection with cages, as the only means of ensuring safety in the 
event of the cage being drawn up to the pulleys or head-gear, And 
this subject assumes a serious aspect when we consider that in 1867 
22 lives were lost by overwinding in England, Wales, and Scotland, 
the number being swelled by this remarkable case at Washington, 
The greatest number of deaths from any one cause is that under the 
head of falls of roof and of coal, the total number of deaths from 
this cause having been 449, The number of deaths from explosions 
comes after this, and amounts to 286, The number of deaths in shafts 
from various causes is 158, and those, with deaths from falls of 
roof and coal, making in all 607, may especially be considered as 
arising from preventible causes, Safety-cagesand hooks, and more 
care in the workings by the men themselves, as well as the officers, 
would, without doubt, tend toa material reduction in the number of 
this class of accidents. 

In the summary given we have in South Durham the largest quan- 
tity of coal raised per pit (169 pits, and coal raised 15,422,000 tons) 
=91,254 tons per pit at work; and in South Wales there are 329 pits, 
and coal raised 9,092,300 tons=27,636 tons per working pit, not quite 
one-third the quantity worked from each pit in South Durham, 





THE CONDITION IN WHICH CARBON OCCURS IN CASst-IRON,—At 
the Cleveland Literary and Philosopical Society (Middlesborough) meeting, on 
Monday, Mr. Crossley read a paper on the condition in which carbon occurs in 
cast-iron. There was a large attepdance of members, and the chair was ocecu- 
pied by Mr. John Jones, the president of the science section. Mr. Crossley main- 
tained that the commonly received idea about the form in which carbon is found 
in cast-lron—it usually being considered that carbon occurs in an uncombined 
form in grey pig-tron and combined in white pig-iron—is erroneous. He was of 
opinson that carbon occurs only in combination in grey pig-iron ,and is therea 
a grey carbide of iron ; in white pig-iron it occurs as a whit ecarvide, 





REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


Oct. 15.—The Iron Trade is gradually, although but slowly, re- 
covering from the depression which has prevailed during the past 
two years, and the principal ironmasters in this district have orders 
on their books sufficient to keep the hands fairly employed. Refe- 
rence has been made in previous reports as to a better feeling spring- 
ing up in the trade, and this is fully confirmed by the returns for the 
past month, which show an increase in the quantity of iron shipped 
for foreign ports, as compared with those of the previous and corre- 
sponding month of last year. The home trade at this period of the 
year is generally quiet, and the present is no exception to the rule, 
but it is satisfactory to find that buyers show a greater inclination 
to purchase with something like freedom, and contracts are more nu- 
merous than they have been for several months past. There is not 
so much activity in the shipments to America as there has been for 
two or three months past, and buyers refuse to enter into new en- 
gagements at any advance on present rates, After the election of 
President is settled it is believed that American buyers will enter 
into transactions with greater freedom, as stocks in that country will 
by that time have become considerably reduced, and prices will 
probably advance. Every effort is being made to complete Russian 
engagements before the navigation closes, but the increased demand 
for steamers to convey iron to the Russian ports, together with the 
lateness of the season, has caused shipping rates to nearly double 
within the past week or ten days. By farthe largest orders came to 
hand when the season had considerably advanced, and it is some- 
what doubtful whether some of them will not be deferred until next 
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season. It is also expected that other Russian ergagentents will 
shortly be énteréd into, as the agents for that cotintry are still mak- 
ing eriquiries for railway iron. From India the demand continues 
limited, and at present there is little probability of an improvement 
being experienced, Continental enquiries are not for any large quan- 
tities, but as the railway system is expected to be largely extended, 
there is a fair prospect of an increase taking place in the demand. 
There is a steady sale for VPig-Iron, and best brands command full 
list quotations, Bars are in good request, at prices having a tendency 
to harden, and during the past month considerable quantities have 
been exported. Tin-Plate makers have hardly sufficient orders to 
keep their mills going full time, and prices are more in buyers’ fa- 
vour, notwithstanding the price of tin has lately advanced. 

Steam Coal is meeting with a better demand, but of late shipments 
have been somewhat interfered with, owing to the unsettled state of 
the weather. The returns show a falling off at the local ports, with 
the exception of one, and the decrease in the exports is principally 
owing to the storms which have prevailed at intervals during the 
month, and the want of tonnage to the Mail Packet stations and dis- 
tant ports. Merchants and shippers, however, do not at the present 
time experience much difficulty in obtaining vessels of large tonnage, 
and as enquiries are becoming more numerous the prospects of the 
trade are a little more cheering than they have been of late, and the 
exports for the present month will, in all probability, show a favour- 
able increase over those of the past. Large quantities are being sent 
to France, and from the Mediterranean ports and continental houses 
enquiries are about the average. The House Coal Trade continues 
in a very unsatisfactory position, the shipments coastwise being below 
the average at this seasun of the year. There are, however, some 
hopes of returning animation, but a large number of the colliers con- 
tinue to be only partially employed. 

A number of the colliers employed at the Tynant Colliery got into 
the cage, on Wednesday morning, for the purpose of being let down the pit to 
their work, and when within about 20 yards of the bottom the cage caught in 
some obstruction, which caused it to tip slightly, thereby jerking three of those 
who were descending out of the carriage. One of them, a boy about 12 years 
old, was 80 seriously injured that he has since died. Another was also badly 
hurt, and the third escaped without receiving any injury. 

Six men employed in the sinking of u new shaft in the Llantwit 
Main Colllery had a narrow eseape on Saturday last. They had drilled a hole, 
and had charged it with powder, and set fire to the fuse, and were then hauled 
up to the pit's mouth ; but, finding that the charge did not explode, they were let 
down again to re-drill the same hoie, and while engaged in doing this thecharge 
exploded, but, wonderful to relate, only one man was injured, he being badly 
bruised about the face, 

An important case was brought before the County Court judge, Mr. 
R. Williams, and a Jury, at Wrexham, on Wednesday, involving the question 
whether it was legal to pay wages (with the consent of the employed) with goods. 
A man named Thomas Griffiths, an tronworker, brough an action to recover 
61, 148., the amotint of wages alleged to be due to him by the New British Iron 
Works Company, Ruabon, by whom he was employed. The plaintiff was sup- 

yorted by Mr. Fullwood, barrister, of the Home Circuit, retained by the Ruabon 

Matric Anti-Truck Association, and the company was defended by Messrs. 
Humphreys and Jones, solicitors. It appeared that the plaintiff had received 
the amount sued for in goods, but it was contended that this was no payment, 
although the plaintiff might not have demurred at the time to recelve the goods 
as payment. After the case had been fully gone into, the jury returned a ver- 
dict for the fullamount. ‘The case excited a great deal of interest, it being the 
first brought forward by the Anti-Truck Association, and it will, doubtless, 
decide many similar cases upon which it is intended to take proceedings, 

A meeting of trustees of the Portof Swansea was held on Monday, 
and was of a more than usually important character, as indicating the opinion 
of the principal colliery proprietors and manufacturers of the district as to the 
present state and future prospects of the staple trades, The statistical returns 
of the trade of the port for the past month were read, from which it appeared 
that during September the number of vessels which traded with the port was 
457, with an aggregate registered tonnage of 57,172 tons, and the shipping rates 
received amounted to 1525/. 11s. 4d. ; whilst for the corresponding month of last 
year the number of vessels was 456, with an aggregate registered tonnage of 
56,831 tons, and the shipping rates received amounted to 14201, 8s. 8d. Mr. J. 
P. Budd, of the Ystalyfera Iron Works, Swansea Valley, expressed his satisfac- 
tion at the improvement which had commenced to manifest itself. They all 
knew how Inanimate the whole trade of the country had been, more especially 
the iron and coal trades, and when it was considered that several fresh railways 
had recently been opened up in the district, and that now very large quantities 
of coal and tron were sent overland, which were formally sent by sea, the fact 
that the shipping trade had also increased afforded satisfactory evidence of a 
general revival of trade. Mr. George B. Strick, colliery proprietor, endorsed 
the observations of Mr. Budd, remarking that since May, 1866, enormous quan- 
tities of coal and tron had been carried by rail, which were formally carried by 
sea, and contrasting the first three months of the present financial year of the 
Trust with those of the corresponding period last year, there was every reason 
to look forward to a still more satisfactory state of things, Mr. J. Crow Richard- 
Kon, copper ore merchant, said that one cause of the depression in the trade of 
the district was the fact that many of the large copper ore vessels which formerly 
traded with the port had gone round to Liverpool, but there was every reason 
to believe that they would now return to Swansea, Mr. George B. Brock, Mr. 
Alfred Sterry, both colllery proprietors, and other gentlemen expressed their 
opinion to the effect that trade generally was reviving, more especially the iron 
and coal trades of the district. 

The arrivals at Swansea include—the Havre, from Havre, with 
70 tons of copper ore, for H. Bath and Son; Jeune Albert, from Bilboa, with 
103 tons of tron ore, for W. H. Tucker; Addiphe Marie, from Santander, with 
177 tons of iron ore, to order; Bretagne, from Bilboa, with 48 tons of lead ore, 
8 tons of copper ore, and 41 tons of copper ore, for Il. Bath and Son ; Fernand, 
from Santander, with 88 tons of zine ore, to order; 'T.G.V., from St. Malo, with 
100 tonsof ainc ore, for Dillwyn and Co, ; Glanarafon, from Cobija, with 596 tons 
of copper ore, for Elford, Williams, and Co,; and 100 tons of copper barilla, for 
Richardson and Co,

UTILISATION OF SMALL COAL—A PATENT CASE, 


A case of considerable interest and importance, as showing the diffi- 
culties which sometimes beset the successful application of patents, 
came off at the Swansea County Court, before Judge Falconer and a 
jury, on Thursday last. The Court was crowded during the whole 
hearing by mercantile and commercial gentlemen, who manifested 
considerable interest in the case. The plaintiff was Mr. HENRY 
FAIRBURN, engineer, &c., of 45, Goswell-road, London, and the de- 
fendant Mr, ALFRED PAGE, the proprietor of the Patent Fuel Works, 
Port Tennant, near Swansea, the action being to recover 507. for ser- 
vices performed. Mr. Smith, solicitor, of Merthyr, appeared for the 
plaintiff, and Mr. Clifton, solicitor, of Bristol, for the defendant. 
Previous to the case being called on, Mr. Clifton, with the view, as he stated, of 
shortening the case, asked the plaintiff whether he was not an outlaw under a 
writ now lying at the sheriffs’ office for the county of Middlesex, issi 1ed by Mr. 
Heron, solicitor, of Ely-place, Holborn, at the instance of Mr. Surr'idge. The 
plaintiff swore distincly that he did know either of the gentlemen p.amed and 
was not, * to his knowledge,”’ an outlaw under a writ issued from the Sheriffs’ 
Court, Middlesex, His Honour then directed the case to proceed, and Mr Smith 
stated the case on behalf of the plaintiff :—Mr, Fairburn was an er.gineer and 
machinist, and was the patentee of two machines—one for making patent fuel 
and the other for making bricks. ‘The defendant was at one time a partner in 
the firm of Mocatta and Co., of Port Tennant, but Mr. Mocatta had become in- 
solvent. In consequence of certain negociations which had tak‘ sn place, the 
plaintiff entered into a contract with the defendant to adapt his patent to the 
machinery of the defendant, the plaintiff being to be paid by royalties after 
the works were in operation. Difficulties and delays, howeve r occurred, in 
adapting the patent to the machinery, which resulted in the p' aintitt writing 
the defendant a letter to the following effect t—** 45, Goswel l-road London 
July 31, 1867.—As you are aware, I have only been prevented by circu mstances 
over which I had no control from devoting my entire time and attention to the 
completion of the works at Swansea, in the success of which I am as much in- 
terested as yourself. Mr. Johnstone tells me you are willing to com ne nsate me 
from devoting my entire time at Swansea in carrying out some desirab le scheme 
in setting the works in motion, and asks me to name such allowance ‘for com- 
pensation. If you do no think 252. per month too much, I will willin +] go down 
to Swansea, and if you will telegraph me I will leave by Sncenceren night's 
train ’’ On the following day plaintiff received the following telegra m from 
defendant :—** Come to-night’s mail; terms, your lettey,”’ (Mr Clift om here 
raised a technical objection to the effect that thesedoeum ents not bein ti unped 
eould not be used in evidence or sued upon, His Hone mr ruled that en af the 
documents must be stamped. Mr. Smith paid the P enalty of lll. and t ai the 
document stamped, and the case proceeded.) Upor, receipt of -aaages arden: the 
plaintiff went down to Swansea, and remained in the service of the sefend int 
from Aug. 1, 1867, to Feb. 22, 1868, when he war, peremptorily Gieutienel ter >, 06 
Galt contd eens claimed wages, therefore, ‘for seven months and ten tay 8, 

oh would amount to 1841, 7, 6d., out of ¥ shich he had recelved 1301, 153, 10d-, 


leaving a balarice of 641, 11s, 8d. ; but, in order to bring the action in the County 
Court, he abandoned the 31. 11s. 8d., and now claimed the sum of 501. 

The plaintiff was then sworn, and, after having proved the statements made 
by his dd¥oéaté, he Was severely cross-examined by Mr. Clifton. He said that 
by the terms of his hee ps py hé was required to devote his whole time and 
attention to the interests of the defendant; which ho did, In order to adapt his 
patent to the defendant’s machinery they were obli ed to reorganise and re- 
construct the whole of the works. Was nerer' offered 501. for the whole job by 
Mr. Johnstone or anybody else. Did not tell either Mr. Page or Mr. Johnstone 
that the whole work would not occupy more than two months, Mr. Page did 
give him notice that he would not pay more than 1001. for the whole of the work. 
The firni néver atcused him of wasting time. Went home at Christmas, but 
was only away a sliof't tinte. Mr. Page did not order 690 tons of pitch upon my 
recommendation and gaying the works would be ready ina few days. Mr. Page 
did not tell him be lost 5002, on that piteb, in consequence of the works not being 
ready. Charged his salary by ltinar mouths; did not, think defendant would be 
a “ Junatié ”» to pay by the lunar month, instead of calendar month. Was occu- 
pied sonic time With the brick machine, as well as the patent fael machine.— Re- 
examined by Mr. Smiths Hdd to rearrange the whole of the old works and 
machinery, so as to make them, b¥ means of his patent, turn out 350 or 400 tons 
of fuel per day.—This concluded the cils¢ for fhe prosecution. 

Mr. Clifton ‘addressed the court and jury fot thie defence. In the first place, 
he contended under the Act of Parliament the plaiutiff had no right to charge 
lunar months, all such contracts being for calendar montlis. This being the 
caso, the plaintiff had only been in the employ of the defendant six months — 
twenty days, for which his salary would amount to 1661. 138. 4d., and, as he hac 
received 1301. 11s. 10d., would now leave due 361. 1s. 4d. But the chief point of 
his defence was that the plaintiff had wasted his time in endeavouring to apply 
his patent to defendant’s machinery ; that, in point of fact, he had never i 
80; had not, therefore, fulfilled his Contract, but had been the means of the de- 
feudant losing very large sttms of money, in consequence of the representations 
he had made that the works wotild be 10 operation in a very short time. hes 

Mr. Alfred Page, the defendant, was then sworn, and, after admitting = 
there was no dispute as to the terms under Which the plaintiff was engaged— 
viz., 251. per month—said that when the plaintiff first came down nag 
he said the whole works would be completed in two months, more or ~, A 
lieving those representations, he entered into ¢ contract for the pe 4 he “ 
tons of pitch, to be delivered during the months of scptember, Me pie Bet pend 
ber, and December ; and the first part of the pitch was uclivered ‘i at ago ney 
Lost about 500/, upon that pitch, in consequence of its dep, cclation “4 bees P 
not being able to proceed with the make of fuel, the works nov e “Tne toh 
Repeatedly spoke to the plaintiff about the works not being ready, au.” s,o1n_ 
him they would be ready in the course of three or four days. About the wn oe 
ning of December was deputed by the other members of the firm to tell plaintiw 
that they could not put up with the delay and the expense any longer, and that 
they had determined to pay him 100/. forthe whole job. To!d him so, but plaintiff 
remained long afterthat. He went home at Christmas, and remained away some 
time. About February was again deputed by the firm to say that they could not 
tolerate him any longer, and that he must leave at once. Dictated a letter to 
plaintiff to that effect, and also told him so, He said the works would be ready 
in a day or two, and that he would wait to see them start. Plaintiff left on 
Feb, 22. In addition to the first lot of 600 tons of pitch, 2000 tons more were 
contracted for by the firm, upon which they lost about 12001., in consequence of 
its depreciation in value. They could not execute orders, the works not being 
completed.— Upon being cross-examined by Mr, Smith, the defendantsaid : About 
April they issued a prospectus for a joint-stock company, in which they described 
both the patent fuel and the brick-making machine. Said the brick-making 
machine was in itselfa “‘ valuable patent.’’ They stated in their prospectus that 
by the patent which they had secured, combined with the existing machinery, 
enabled the projectors of the company thoroughly to test the efficacy of the 
patent, and to ascertain beyond a doubt that with that machinery fuel could be 
manufactured of a superior quality, and at a less cost than by any known pro- 
cess, besides entailing considerably less outlay, and, from its simplicity, being 
less liable to accident or derangement, Believed such statements when the pro- 
spectus was issued, from the temporary trials which had been made. The works 
have never been properly constructed. 

Mr, Johnstone corroborated the statement of the defendant, adding that the 
works are not yet in operation, Was a party to the prospectus. Was a partner 
in the works, and in the patents—both of the patent fuel and brick-making 
machine. Asked 10007, for his share in the patent. The whole works were de- 
fective ; would not give 2001, for the whole of them. They were obliged to em- 
ploy others to fix up the machinery. 

Mr. Edward Parsons, the superintendent engineer at the Messrs. Lambert’s 
Works, Port Tennant, Swansea, deposed that he knew the defendant’s works 
well, and has seen the work of reconstruction and reorganisation goingon. Be- 
lieved two months would have been ample to have made the whole alteration if 
unlimited control were given to order all that was required. Had examined the 
works to a great extent, and what had been done was altogether defective in 
the constructive parts, and useless as far as economy was concerned.—Cross- 
examined: Have had difficulties in theconstruction of machinery. At a patent 
fuel works in the neighbourhood was about two years in constructing and fit- 
ting up the machinery, but that was because they had to avoid the possibility of 
infringing upon between 50 and 60 patents. 

After a little further unimportant evidence, and the solicitors having severally 
addressed the jury, his Honour summed up the whole case, leaving the follow- 
ing questions to the Jjury—First, was the plaintiff engaged py lunar orcalendar 
month; and, secondly, was he dismissed in December, as alleged, or allowed to 
remain on the works until Feb, 22? His Honour said there was no dispute as to 
the terms upon which plaintiff had been engaged—the stamped documents put 
that beyond dispute. 

The jury returned a verdict for the plaintiff for 381. 4s, 10d. for calendar 
months’ engagement. 

Upon the application of Mr. Clifton, the verdict was not formally recorded 
by the Court, awaiting any application which might be made at the next sit- 
ting as to the plaintiff being an outlaw, 








REPORT FROM THE FOREST OF DEAN. 


Oct. 14.—It has beenremarked that the Forest of Deanis, in a com- 
parative sense, the gold field of Old England. To justify this asser- 
tion on a broad scale it would only be necessary to refer to the trea- 
sures to be found there in teeming millions of tons of coal, the un- 
limited quantity of the best iron ore in the world for making steel, 
the large mountains of limestone, and the never-ending supply of 
various beds of clays, which it is well known will make, among other 
things, some of the best fire, metallic, and general building bricks 
that can possibly be produced—hence it offers to capitalists the most 
promising data for large returns that would be second to none to be 
found, and yet it remains, to a great extent, undeveloped. But, in 
addition to the generally known resources of the minerals, in a more 
particular sense, there are here many things hitherto but partially 
known, which, if turned to a proper account, would convert this place 
into a state equal to a gold field. Weare happy, however, to observe, 
so far asonecrude article is concerned, some spirited persons here have 
directed their attention to it, and, beyond all doubt, will realise a 
large fortune from it; and, to make the matter secure, they have pro- 
tected their discovery by Her Majesty’s Letters Patent, upon the faith 
of which works have just been erected, which are called the Phoenix 
Works, Stapledge, Cinderford. The raw material, to which for quan- 
tity no limit can be put, is emery in a ductile form, which, by a cer- 
tain process, and after careful tests, is found to possess all the che- 
mical constituents of foreign emery, but with this difference—that 
while the oxide of iron in foreign emery, in a great measure, is de- 
trimental to the producing of a bright even polish on metals, the 
oxide of iron in this new emery assists to increase the brilliancy, and 
produces a clear, even, bright, and lasting polish in less time—and 
hence the superiority of the article. In its crude state these elements 
are in a state of embryo, which, when made perfect by being ada- 
mantised by a chemical process, any degree of hardness and cutting 
property can be obtained, to suit every purpose for which emery is 
now used, and renders the article very valuable, and, above all— 
which is the best test of value according to the English estimate of 
patents—it is very cheap. Attention is now directed by the parties 
more immediately concerned to put this new emery in such a com- 
mercial shape that not only will the convenience of mechanical en- 
gineers be considered, and those who have been used to the consump- 
tion of ordinary emery to give a finish to their works, but provision 
will be made for the million for producing original newness to all 
domestic articles made of steel, brass, copper, tin, &c. We can arrive 
at no other conclusion than that this is a most important invention, 
of very great commercial value, and, instead of depending on foreign 
productions, Old England can obtain from her own old Forest of 
Dean an article which cannot be supplied from any other quarter. 

Mining business, since we last reported, has a decided tendency 
towards improvement, and were it not that the colliery proprietors 
have raised the price of coal at the pit’s mouth by 1s. per ton, and 
are anxious to put on another 6d., we doubt not that the coal trade 
would be ina fair flourishing condition ; but as the cold weather sets 
in there will be a general rush, when the coal merchants will, we an- 
ticipate, be pushed to meet the demands. 

Mr. C, F. Jackson, of the East Slade Colliery, and who is a North 
Country gentleman, has at length stopped that work. This we have 
long since anticipated, seeing that the colliery was not well managed 
—in fact, although a fine pair of 20-in. cylinder engines were erected 
there, the other surface and underground arrangements were so in- 
efficient that with the small shaft, with only one small tub, contain- 
ing not more than 8 ewts. of coal at a load, small underground roads, 
badly drained and ventilated, we have always failed to see how such 
aplace could possibly give any returns—indeed, money must have been 
lost there, and the wonder is that it has been kept on solong. Under 
a different state of things this colliery could, no doubt, have been 
made to pay, and, in fact, men of this district know this to be the 
case. The recent sale of the plant at this colliery realised enormous 





prices, We observed several Forest colliery proprietors and others at 


the sale—among whom were Messrs. Barrett and Crawshay, Russell, 
Brain (Trafalgar Colliery), Thomas (Bilson Colliery), H. D. Hoskold, 
M.E., Atkinson, Harris, and others. The large double cylinder en- 
gine was purchased by Mr. J. Harris for 7502. ; Mr. Crawshay bought 
the crab donkey-engine for 95/., Mr. Barrett purchased the steam- 
boilers, Messrs. Brain, Nash, and others went in for the pit and sur- 
face road rails, and the celebrated Old Wyatt, marine store dealer, 
purchased some 3002. worth of all sorts of miscellaneous articles, some 
of which actually fetched more than cost price. 

The Cinderford and Parkend blast-furnaces are in full working 
condition, and at the latter place the Dean Forest Iron Company are 
putting-up expensive apparatus for conveying the waste gases from 
the top of their furnaces to heat the steam-boiler and hot-air stoves, 
This is the only company here who are sufficiently spirited to adapt 
modernimprovements to their works. Theold blast-furnace at Sewdley, 
belonging to Goold Brothers, is also reported to be doing better. 

The Old Severn and Wye Railway Company have been engaged for 
some time in altering their line for a great portion of the distance— 
from Lydney to Churchway—over which the company’s powers ex- 
tend, which is nearly completed, and they have now issued a circular 
with the tollage rates proposed to be charged. The scale has been 
received by the freighters with much surprise—in fact, it appears 
quite an impracticable scale, and all those interested will meet at 
Parkend, on Tuesday, to consider the whole question, and to éta-® 
blished a “Freighters’ Association.” The Forest has been so long 
“eribbed and confined” within the narrow line of policy of all the 
railway arrangements that it is now to be hoped that the proposed 
association will decide with vigour what is clearly before them, and 
by unity of action secure to themselves a new and reasonable tariff, 
more in accordance with the existing state of things, and to the benefit 
of all parties more immediately concerned.

During the week the foreign and coastwise shipments reached 12,475 
tons, against 11,185 tons in the corresponding week of last year, which 
makes a deficiency on the year of 36,215tons; but Middlesborough, 
on the other hand, has supplied 78,845 tons, against only 39,610 tons, 
which shows an increase of 39,845 tons over the same period of last 
year. The closing prices of pig-iron here last week were 52s, 103d., 
various cash terms, This week the market opened quiet, but consi- 
derable business was done at 53s. one month, and 52s. 10d.cash; yes- 
terday the market was more steady, and closed rather buyers at 53s. 
cash, and 53s, 3d. a month. To-day, in a weaker market, a few lots 
changed hands at 52s. 103d. and 52s. 11d. cash, and 53s. 2d. 2 month, 
closing 1}d.atonless a month. Gartsherrie, 58s.; Coltness, 58s. 6d.; 
Calder, 56s.; No. 1, g.m.b., 53s, 3d.; No. 3, 52s, Manufactured irom 
maintains its price, and is in steady demand, second-class makers 
readily receiving the advance; but angle-iron, for which there is some 
extra demand, can be had for large orders, even under quotations 
current in July last, especially for heavy iron. This is peculiar, and 
is attributable to first-class makers being rather deficient of orders. 
The works erecting for the Glasgow and Motherwell Iron Company, 
at Motherwell, for the manufacture of tin-plates, are now ready for 
occupation, and it is said their orders are numerous for a start. Iron- 
founding is better, and brass and copper workers are experiencing an 
increase of business. Large forgings are also in more demand, aud 
good prices have to be paid for this description of iron. 

Coals for domestic use are in much better demand than they were 
a few weeks ago, and higher prices have to be paid for the better 
descriptions, but all attempts to establish a general increase have 
failed. Shipping qualities are quieter, and even dull, on account of 
the close of the shipping season, with quotations standing at from 
6s. to 8s. 6d. a ton. The miners are still conferring together for av: 
advance of 6d. a day on their wages, but the state of the trade does 
not warrant any reasonable expectation of an advance being realised 
till some advance takes place in the price of coals and iron. 

In the case, noticed last week, raised by the Procurator Fiscal of 
Hamilton, against Merryand Cuninghame, coalmasters there, Sheriff 
Veitch gave his decision in the following terms :— 

He had already found in this case, and his judgment had been affirmed by 
the Sheriff-Principal, that the complaint competently concludes for one penalty 
as against the owners, and a second penalty as against the principal agent, 
and this disposed of that part of the argument in defence which was directed 
against the competency of a conviction against both parties. There is here no 
question but the first general rule contained in the statute had been neglected, 
and that the respondents, Messrs. Merry and Cuninghame, are the owners 
of the mine in question, and Mr. Jack, their principal agent, and it only re- 
mained to determine whether the neglect occurred “ through the default” of 
both or either, and in the latter case which of them. Now there could be no 
doubt that neither Messrs. Merry and Cuninghame nor Mr. Jack personally 
knew anything whatever of this neglect. This particular mine is only one of 
an extensive system of mining works in different parts of the country, of whip} 
Messrs. Merry and Cuninghame are the owners, and Mr. Jack the prin amy 
agent; and it has been brought out in evidence that they had a multiplici, “"@ 
subordinates for carrying out the practical details of the working. It is also 
quite true that these subordinates, the underground overseer, the fireman, and 
even the workmen themselves might be amenable for having directly trans- 
gressed the special rules. There were cases in which the special rules might be 
infringed by these parties, notwithstanding the most efficient oversight, but 
here it had been proved that the dangerous state of the workings had con- 
tinued for several days, and as ho (the Sheriff-Substitute) read the statute, it 
charges the owners and principal agent with the duty of preventing such a 
state of things. It is entirely a constructive offence so far as the owners and 
agent, who were not on the spot, are concerned, but the true meaning and 
intention of the Act of Parliament seemed to be to protect the miner in bis 
unusually hazardous occupation by rendering both owner and agent equally 
responsible for the carrying out of an efficient system of ventilation, and 
that they could not relieve themselves from this responsibility either by dele- 
gating to others the duties, the observances of which is imposed on themselves 
by the 10th section of the Act of Parliament, or on the plea that there were per- 
sons more immediately in charge of the mine, and engaged in working it, whose 
duty it also was to see that the air current was sufficient and properly conducted 
into the various rooms and levels. He, therefore, found the owners and prin- 
cipal agent each liable in the penalty, which he modified to 10/. in each case. 
—Mr. Brown, agent for Merry and Cuninghame, intimated an appeal to the 
Sheriff Principal against this judgment, and if not satisfactory were likely tobe 
carried to the Court of Session, or even the House of Lords. 





PRECAUTION AGAINST ACCIDENTS IN MINES.—A new method of 
destroying choke-damp by means of electricity has been submitted to the Paris 
Academy of Sciences by M. Delaurier, and referred to the mineralogical section 
of that body forexamination. Theinventor proposes to place copper conductors, 
of considerable thickness in the galleries; these are to be broken at intervals, 
and joined by means of very thin gold wire soldered to the copper, the gold wire 
to be surrounded by flowers of sulphur, which ignites readily. By passing @ 
strong current of electricity through the conductors, the gold wire becomes red- 








hot, the sulphur is ignited, and burns the mixture of air and other gases which 
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may be present. By this means, says the inventor, the circuit is never broken ; 
and if an explosion of gases take place, it is shown by the fact of the sulphur 
being biown off. The electric current is to be made to pass through the appa- 
ratus every morning, before the descent of the miners, and by putting a few 
pinches of sulphur on the gold wire every evening, many lives might be spared. 
Several members of the Academy spoke approvingly of the proposed plan, but 
all coincided in the opinion that regular and powerful means of ventilation could 
in no case be dispensed with in mines where choke-damp existed, and, moreover, 
that the combustion of explosive gases, by the means proposed, would of Itself 
render ventilation necessary, as it would produce carbonic acid and oxide of 
carbon, one suffocating and the other poisonous.—Journal of the Society of Aits.

It was evident from that work that he 
ktrew “‘ every inch ’’ (as it is the custom to say) of those counties, or, as an Irish- 
man would phase it, that he “knew them through and through.’’ The Atlas, 
the illustrations of which we have inspected, will help us still more to a know- 
ledge of those counties. There isa parish map, orographically precise, and a 
mineralogical map of each of these counties, and also of the Isle of Man, as the 
mincral treasures of old Mona entitle her to all the attention which her big sis- 
ters, to whom she “ points her three legs,’’ can bestow. 

Mr. Spargo kas also introduced a splendid map of the United States, with 
maps, geological and mineralogical, of the regions which are most metalliferous. 
The mineral resources of the United States and Mexico seem to be boundless ; 
men walk and build their cities, over regions of silver, quicksilver, copper, lead, 
iron, and coal. Mr. Spargo, by maps and letter-press descriptions, famillarises 
us with those regions as much as if we traversed them. The merest tyro in 
mineralogy or geology can glean from the Atlas all he requires to know of that 
vast continent that is pertinent to his studies in those sciences. 

Portions of South Africa are also comprehended in this vade mecum of the 
geological or mineralogical student, and of the investor. There will be between 
80 and 90 maps in the collection, which afford information entirely new. We 
have named above some of those maps, but we would especially direct attention 
to those of the two great mineral fields in America—Colorado and Nevada. All 
these maps are graphic ; the scale is judiciously selected, and shows well ; the 
tinting delicate, but clear and distinct, facilitating the person who inspects 
them in his search for the information he requires. The letter-press is admir- 
able ; it treats on the geology of the world, the formation of metals, the places 
where all the various minerals are, were, or may yet be found; the modes of access 
to the various countries which contain them, of traversing them, and of trans- 
porting their treasures to the sea-board. 

Mr. Spargo discuss:s the future of the mineral kingdom, and the advance of 
civilisation in connection with the employment of metals, and the countries 
which he considers will be the great emporiums of wealth in ages yet to come. 
He not only dwells upon the future without vaticination, but upon the past 
without idolatry. The disquisitions on the mineral wealth of the ancient peo- 
ples and cities of the world are picturesque and startling, lively and profound. 
We are taken back to the land of the Nile, to “ Great Babylon, that great city,’’ 
to the remains of ancient splendour in Cochin China, and the ruined cities in 
Central America, peopled by races older than the Aztecs. In thus bringing up 
the grandeur of these wrecked realms of older forms of civilisation, he reminds 
us of the words of the poet-- d 

“Thus will mem’ry oft in dreams sublime, 
Catch a glimpse of the days that are over, 
While looking back through the waves of time 
That their long-faded glories do cover.”’ 

Mr. Spargo proves, beyond controversy, that the most ancient cities of which 
we have authentic record possessed an incalculable amount of mineral treasure, 
and were rich in the precious metals to a degree now unknown in the world,

IRON PRODUCED BY ELECTRICITY. 


The production of iron by electricity has been occupying the atten- 
tion of several experimentalists in France and in Germany for the 
last few months, and we lay the following details before our readers 
because we feel assured that the subject will not long remain appar- 
ently neglected in this country. The galvanic process, so simple in 
itself, may some day give rise to a revolution in our present modes 
of manufacturing the various descriptions of iron. One of the most 
acute and successful of our Midland Counties ironmasters, Mr. J. P. 
Hunt, of Gospel Oak, Tipton, has long held that electricity, or electro- 
magnetism, will some day be utilised in the production of iron of a 
certain quality. Quite recently, M. Bouillet read a report to the 
Société d’Encouragement of Paris upon certain electric processes 
imagined by M. Feuquiéres ; but as the latter gentleman has not 
thought proper to allow their publication at present, all that the re- 
porter could do was to lay before the society the metal produced, with 
a few remarks upon its extraordinary properties. We will try and 
do a little more, by briefly exposing the process in the hands of Herr Klein and 
Dr. Franz Varrentrapp, who have recently devoted much attentton toit. Tbe 
production of iron by means of galvanism has already formed the subject of 
several minor essays and experiments, which will doubtless lead to greater things; 
the process has actually been employed for certain useful purposes. Thus, in 
the processof MM. Salmon and Garnier, the heliographers of Paris, a thin layer 
of steel is deposited, by means of galvanism, upon the copper plate. When it 
was sought to increase the thickness of the plate thus produced, it was found 
that the deposited metal was no longer coherent, but easily fell to powder. This 
circumstance was immediately taken advantage of by Mr. Collas, who applied 
it to obtain chemically pure iron, which could be easily pulverised in a mortar, 
and is eagerly sought after for medicinal use, for the manufacture of fireworks, 
and a varjety of other purposes. According to our French contemporary, the 
Cosmos (&Journal which, like Les Mondes, has recently taken to look upon ever 
great and useful discovery as having naturally arisen in France), one of the 
first essays in which iron was obtained in a coherent form by means of galvanism 
was made by Messrs. Boch and Liet, in 1846, by decomposing a solution of sul- 
phate of iron, previously rendered as neutral as possible. In 1847, Prof. Boettger, 
whose name is already well known to our readers, showed that, by decomposing 
a double salt of protoxide of iron and ammonia, a brillant deposit of metallic 
iron in a coherent state could be obtained. It would appear that since that 
time until the year 1862, when M. Feuquiéres exhibited some galvanic iron in 
London, nothing of any consequence was done in this direction, But whilst 
these attempt were being made in France, similar experiments were commenced 
in Russia by Herr Klein and Prof. Jacobi, and in Germany by Dr. Franz Varren- 
trapp. The objects exhibited in the Exhibition of 1862, obtained by the secret 
process of M. Feuquiéres, consisted principally of models, reproductions of 
medals, coins, &c, The mogt remarkable circumstance connected with them was 
doubtless the peculiar properties of the iron thus produced. In the first place, 
it is exceedingly pure ; it is harder and has a less specific gravity than ordinary 
soft iron; it can be forged cold even after it has been several times annealed ; it 
takes magnetism in the same manner as steel which has been slightly hardened ; 
and, finally, it resists the action of acids and atmopheric air, somewhat like iron 
which has been rendered ‘* passive” by the action of nitricacid. It can thus be 
made to take a variety of forms, which renders it very valuable for the repro- 
duction of engravings, for bookbinders, artificial flower makers, modelling of 
antique vases, coins, &c. The process which the French experimenter appears 
so desirous of keeping secret is, however, tolerably well known. Herr Klein, of 
St. Petersburg, lately undertook some experiments at the instigation of Professor 
Jacobi. The iron he produced was obtained by the galvanic decomposition of 
a salt of protoxide of iron combined with a salt of ammonia; in fact, precisely 
the method proposed by Prof. Boettger. In the course of 24 hours the metal 
reduced from this solution, by means of a weak constant current, has the thick- 
ness of a sheet of paper; it is very hard, posseses some of the properties of tem- 
pered steel, appears to resist acids, and they say it contains nitrogen. But this 
we do not believe, and Dr. Varrentrapp also denies it. 

The latter has published in a recent number of the Polytechnisches Notizblatt 
an interesting dissertation upon the production of iron in a coherent state, and 
of any required thickness, by means of a galvanic current. When ordinary 
green vitrol is dissolved in water, and the solution connected with the copper 
cylinder of a single Daniell’s element, by means of an iron plate which plunges 
into the solution, whilst another metallic plate, also plunged into the solution, 
and on which it is wished to deposit the iron, is connected with the zinc of the 
battery, this is what we observe :—When both plates are about the same size, it 
is true that a thin coating of iron will be obtained, but it will remain very thin, 
and generally an abundant evolution of gas will occur. But if we now place in 
the solution, and in connection with the iron plate, a notable quantity of rolled 
fron wire, the deposit of metallic iron will be increased in thickness compara- 
tively with its surface, and the work proceeds with regularity. But the iron 
thus precipitated has a strong tendency to become warty on the edges ; itis very 
rough, and so hard that a good English file can scarcely touch it; it is, however, 
80 malleable that it can be rolled round a glass tube. The vessel in which the 
iron solution is contained must be large enough to allow the two plates to be at 
least 4 or Sin, apart, and itis, perhaps, best to separate them by meansof a glass 
diaphragm, which dves not reach to the bottom of the liquid. According to Dr. 
Varrentrapp, an iron coating thus deposited upon a model will be as sharp asa 
copper deposit, provided the model be thinly coated with silver, and then 
blackened by being immersed fora short time in a solution of sulphuretted hydro- 
gen ; this also allows the iron deposit to be easily detached without losing its 
form, even when it is no thicker than asheetof paper. As tothe Daniell battery, 
when it is first started a little sulphuric acid may be added to the concentrated 
solution of sulphate of copper; the zinc must be amalgamated, and plunged 
into water containing 1-36th of its weight of sulphuricacid. When gas bubbles 
hinder the process by appearing on the model, it must be immediately withdrawn 
and submitted to a stream of pure water, and then replaced inthesolution. The 
latter must also be as neutral as possible. The exact degree of concentration is 
not of great importance, but the best results appear to have been obtained with a 
liquid composed of 4 lbs, of green vitriol, 3 lbs. of chloride of ammonium, and 
30 Ibs. of water. Without the addition of thesal ammoniac, the process lingers, 
The iron thus produced is of a clear grey colour, susceptible of taking a very fine 
polish ; as long as the deposit is thin it is bright and shining, but as it thickens 
it becomes grey and dull. With the aid of a weak current of a single Daniell 
cell, iron two millimetres thick is easily deposited in about a fortnight. It pos- 
sesses the properties above mentioned, and iscapable of withstanding the action 
of strong hydrochloric acid, or sulphuric acid in the cold ; itis, consequently, not 
susceptible of rusting in the air.—Scientific Review,
